WEDNESDAY,  June  3,  1885. 

At  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  being  the  day  prescribed  by  the  constitution  for  the 
legislature  of  New  Hampshire  to  assemble,  the  following  named 
persons,  elected  senators,  assembled  in  the  capitol,  in  the  city  of 
Concord  in  said  state,  and  his  excellency  the  governor,  attended 
by  the  honorable  council,  having  come  into  the  senate  chamber, 
took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  of  office,  and  were  duly  qualified 
as  senators,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution, 
namely :  —

His  excellency  the  governor  and  the  honorable  council  then 
withdrawing,  — 

The  senate  was  called  to  order  by  Frank  D.  Currier,  clerk  of 
the  senate  of  last  session. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  selection  of  a 
temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Jameson,  Senator  Stevens  was  chosen 
temporary  presiding  officer. 

And  the  clerk  requested  Senator  Jameson  and  Senator  Kent  to 
conduct  the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

Senator  Stevens  having  assumed  the  chair,  the  Senate  pro- 
ceeded to  the  choice  of  a  president  by  ballot,  with  the  following 
result :  —

Necessary  to  a  choice 10 

Hon.  Harry  Bingham  had 7 

Hon.  Chester  Pike  had 12 

and  the  Hon.  Chester  Pike,  having  received  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast,  was  declared  elected. 

And  the  chair  called  upon  Senator  Clarke,  of  District  No.  21, 
and  Senator  Bingham  to  conduct  the  president  to  the  chair. 
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The  president,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the  senate 
as  follows :  — 

Brother  Senators  : 

For  my  election  I  thank  you.  I  am  aware  of  the  responsi- 
bility it  brings  and  of  the  duties  it  imposes,  and  I  ask  the  co- 
operation of  the  senate  in  the  performance  of  those  duties. 

I  also  ask  your  forbearance  during  all  our  deliberations,  and 
your  charity,  which  I  feel  I  shall  need.  We  have  come  together 
to  transact  the  public  business,  in  the  performance  of  which  I 
trust  that  you  will  act  with  as  much  dispatch  as  is  consistent  with 
due  care  and  deliberation. 

Pledging  you  my  best  endeavors  to  this  end,  and  again  thank- 
ing you  for  your  very  generous  action  in  placing  me  in  this  hon- 
orable and  responsible  position,  I  await  the  pleasure  of  the 
senate. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Chamberlain,  the  senate  proceeded  to 
ballot  for  clerk,  with  the  following  result :  —

Resolved,  That  Leonard  E.  Tilden  as  sergeant-at-arms,  and 
Charles  J.  Hamblett  as  messenger,  be  elected  by  acclamation. 
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Thereupon  Frank  D.  Currier,  Ira  A.  Chase,  Leonard  E. 
Tilden,  and  Charles  J.  Hamblett  appeared,  signified  their  ac- 
ceptance, and  were  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties.

Chester  Pike,  president,  Frank  D.  Currier,  clerk,  Ira  A.  Chase, 
assistant  clerk,  Leonard  E.  Tilden,  sergeant-at-arms,  Charles  J. 
Hamblett,  messenger,  of  the  senate  for  the  ensuing  two  years, 
and  is  ready  to  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  session. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevens,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  senate  the  official  returns  from  the  various  senatorial  districts 
of  the  state. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Brown,  the  following  resolution  was

Resolved^  That  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  several  senatorial 
districts  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  two,  with  instruc- 
tions to  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  report  to  the  senate 
whether  any  vacancies  exist,  and  if  so,  in  what  senatorial  dis- 
tricts. 

And  the  president  appointed  as  such  committee  Senators  Brown 
and  Hatch. 

The  Hon.  Ai  B.  Thompson,  secretary  of  state,  appeared  and 
presented  the  returns  of  votes  for  senators  from  the  various  sena- 
torial districts,  as  returned  to  the  secretary's  office. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Davis,  of  District  No.  14,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  :  —

The  senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  visited  the  agricultural  college  and  farm  at  Hanover, 
and  have  made  as  thorough  and  careful  an  examination  of  the 
same  as  the  time  and  means  at  their  command  would  allow. 

They  find  the  college  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition,  with  in- 
dications of  an  increase  of  the  number  of  students  hereafter ;  and 
they  recommend  the  institution  to  the  people  and  young  men  of 
New  Hampshire  as  a  place  where  an  excellent  and  thorough 
English  education,  more  especially  in  the  scientific  branches,  may 
be  attained,  with  more  advantages  in  the  way  of  instniction  than 
can  possibly  be  had  at  any  academy,  — the  students  having  the 
right  to  attend  all  lectures  delivered  in  the  academical  course  at 
Dartmouth  College,  —  and  at  a  very  moderate  exj^ense,  under- 
stood to  be  about  $200  a  year. 

The  farm  connected  with  the  college  is  a  more  difficult  prob- 
lem to  deal  with,  and  requires  much  consideration  as  to  the 
wisest  course  to  take  in  regard  to  it.  As  the  farm  is  now  con- 
ducted, with  the  small  appropriations  from  the  legislature,  it  is 
impossible  to  make  it  an  experimental  station  for  the  trial,  ex- 
amination, and  testing  of  plants  and  fertilizers,  as  is  done  in 
Massachusetts  and  other  states,  and  it  is  of  but  little  assistance  or 
advantage  to  the  collegiate  department,  except  as  furnishing  an 
opportunity  for  the  students  to  become  accustomed  to  manual 
labor  upon  the  farm  (an  opportunity  most  of  the  young  men 
have  to  an  extent  fully  satisfying  to  them  before  leaving  home). 
But  in  the  judgment  of  this  committee,  for  our  farmer  boys  and 
those  who  expect  to  live  upon  a  farm  and  have  land  to  cultivate 
and  carry  on,  a  practical  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  con- 
trol and  direction  of  the  necessary  operations  on  the  farm, 
rather  than  the  experience  in  actual  labor,  is  the  end  to  be  desired  ; 
and  unless  the  course  of  instruction  could  be  extended  at  the 
college,  so  that  the  classes  and  students  could  have  the  opportu- 
nity of  making  a  practical  application  of  the  knowledge  derived 
from  their  text-books  and  lectures  in  the  school,  by  directing  and 
managing  the  actual  planting  of  the  different  kinds  of  soil  and 
the  cultivation  of  the  crops,  so  that  the  result  of  their  judgment, 
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based  upon  their  studies,  could  be  tested  and  brought  home  to 
them  by  experience,  the  farm  is  of  little  value  to  the  college  and 
of  no  profit  to  the  state.  The  committee  believe  that  it  should 
not  be  attempted  to  carry  on  the  farm  for  the  mere  purpose  of 
making  it  pay  something  over  the  expenditure,  but  that  the  whole 
object  and  aim  should  be  to  use  it  as  a  means  of  educating  our 
sons  to  become  good  practical  farmers,  and  so  build  up  and 
maintain  our  farming  interest  in  New  Hampshire;  and  at  the 
same  time  the  farm  as  an  experimental  station  could  be  made  of 
use  to  our  farmers  throughout  the  state  by  a  monthly  report  of 
the  results  of  the  experiments  conducted  there,  in  ascertaining 
the  most  desirable  varieties  of  plants  for  cultivation  and  the  most 
successful  manner  of  growing  the  same,  and  these  reports  would 
be  gladly  published  by  most  of  our  newspapers  if  they  were  sup- 
plied with  them ;  but  such  experiments  should  be  conducted  with 
as  small  an  expenditure  of  money  and  time  as  is  consistent  with 
doing  the  work  well,  for  the  farm  should  be  chiefly  regarded  as 
an  aid  to  the  educational  system  at  the  college. 

And  for  this  purpose  they  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Jl5,oo<> 
be  appropriated  by  the  state  for  the  support  of  the  school  and 
the  farm,  and  submit  the  following  resolution  :  —

and  upon  conviction  he  shall  be  fined  to  an  amount  equal  to 
twice  the  amount  of  the  actual  damage  suffered  or  incurred ; 
one  half  of  the  fine  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  complainant,  and

STATE   OF   NEW   HAMPSHIRE, 

June  Session,  1885,  August  5. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  consider  whether 
accommodations  for  the  state  library  can  be  procured  in  the 
Federal  building  now  in  process  of  erection  on  State  street,  in 
rear  of  the  state  house,  have  considered  the  subject  referred  to 
them.  In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  committee,  one  of  their 
number  visited  Washington,  where  he  was  aided  by  another 
member  of  the  committee  then  in  that  city,  and  where  every 
facility  for  inquiry  was  afforded  by  Secretary  Manning,  of  the 
treasury  department,  to  whom  formal  application  was  made  for 
space  for  the  law  department  of  the  library  in  the  Federal  build- 
ing, and  for  the  occupancy  of  the  court  rooms  therein,  for  the 
law  terms  of  the  state  court. 

It  was  ascertained,  in  answer  to  this  application  :  — 
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I  St.   That  there  were  precedents  for  placing  law  libraries  in 
Federal  buildings. 

2d.  That  it  was  customary  to  allow  state  courts  to  occupy 
Federal  court  rooms,  when  necessary  or  desirable ;  and 

3d.  That  it  was  only  the  question  of  space  that  was  to  be  con- 
sidered, before  acceding  to  the  desire  of  the  state,  as  expressed. 

The  available  room,  including  the  ground  floor  of  the  building, 
was  assigned,  save  two  rooms  in  the  southeast  corner,  which 
could  be  thrown  into  one  room  of  about  20x30,  and  17  feet 
posted.  There  remained,  however,  the  basement,  about  60x120 
feet,  10  feet  posted,  the  floor  4  feet  above  moisture  in  the  earth 
beneath,  and  only  partly  occupied  by  furnaces  and  closets.  It 
is  also  a  fact,  that  should  any  of  the  rooms  from  any  cause  be- 
come unused,  or  disused,  abundant  space  would  occur  for  the 
wants  of  the  state. 

Within  a  few  days,  answer  has  been  received  from  the  treasury 
department,  that  upon  the  report  made  from  Concord  as  to  the 
requirement  for  rooms,  there  is  no  room  now  available  for  the 
law  library  in  the  Federal  building. 

This  answer  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  refer 
to  the  basement,  where  ample  space  exists,  which  fact  was  un- 
known at  the  time  the  request  was  filed,  and  for  which  no  appli- 
cation was  made. 

It  would  seem  that,  if  desired,  the  law  terms  of  the  state  court 
can  be  held,  upon  application,  in  the  Federal  building,  and  that 
it  is  possible  that,  when  completed,  there  may  be  space  therein 
which  may  then  be  granted  to  the  state,  if  desired. 

The  Federal  building  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  before 
the  expiration  of  two  years,  or  the  time  of  the  assembling  of  the 
next  legislature. 

It  is  possible  that  by  that  time  ample  rooms  therein,  now  as- 
signed for  other  purposes,  may  be  vacant,  in  which  case  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reason  to  doubt  that,  in  view  of  the  assur- 
ances given  at  Washington  herein  referred  to,  ample  space  could 
then  be  had  for  the  law  library. 

Such  space,  if  available,  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  state 
at  as  early  a  date  as  a  separate  building  could  probably  be  com- 
pleted. 
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In  view  of  the  facts  here  recited,  the  joint  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  no  action  by  the  legislature  is  advisable  at  the 
present  time,  and  have  instructed  us  to  report  accordingly.

Senator  Chamberlain,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  establish  the  effect  of  a 
joint  judgment  against  two  or  more  defendants,  when  it  is  void 
as  to  one  of  them,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the

The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  having  been  directed  to 
inquire  into  the  present  condition  of  the  burial  lot  and  monu- 
ment of  General  John  Stark,  and  to  recommend  any  action  by 
them  deemed  necessary  to  properly  mark  the  place  of  interment 
of  this  eminent  soldier  of  New  Hampshire,  have  attended  to  the 
duty  assigned  them,  and  submit  the  following  statement  of  facts, 
with  the  accompanying  concurrent  resolution  :  — 

Major-General  John  Stark  is  buried  within  the  city  limits  of 
Manchester,  and  on  his  former  homestead.  The  spot  is  just  east 
of  the  line  of  the  Concord  Railroad,  and  south  of  the  Reform 
School  property. 

The  burial  lot  was  a  few  years  since  conveyed  by  a  descendant 
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of  the  General  to  the  city  of  Manchester,  on  condition  that  that 
municipality  construct  and  maintain  a  suitable  fence  around  said 
lot,  and  preserve  the  grounds  so  inclosed  in  proper  condition. 
The  lot  has  been  fenced,  but  little  or  no  effort  has  been  made 
to  beautify  or  adorn  the  lot ;  a  modest  granite  obelisk  nuirks  the 
place  of  interment. 

We  learn  that  the  subject  of  providing  a  more  fitting  monu- 
ment has  been,  and  still  is,  under  consideration  by  the  citizens 
of  Manchester,  and  that  descendants  of  the  General,  notably 
General  George  Stark,  of  Nashua,  have  indicated  a  willingness 
to  join  in  this  meritorious  work.  It  is  suggested,  among  other 
plans,  to  erect  an  equestrian  statue  of  bronze,  of  heroic  size,  to 
the  memory  of  General  Stark.  Such  a  work  would  involve  an 
expenditure  estimated  at  ^30,000. 

Inasmuch  as  the  city  of  Manchester  holds  the  title  to  the  burial 
place,  and,  with  the  heirs  or  descendants  of  General  Stark,  has 
now  under  consideration  the  erection  of  a  suitable  memorial  to 
this  distinguished  New  Hampshire  soldier,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
state  is  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  its  share  of  the  expense  of  the 
battle  monument  to  be  erected  on  the  field  of  Stark's  victory  at 
Bennington,  your  committee  do  not  deem  it  judicious  to  recom- 
mend at  this  time  any  specific  action  as  to  a  monument  at  Man- 
chester ;  but,  in  order  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  people  of 
the  state,  they  submit  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  and 
recommend  its  passage  :  — 

Resolved  by  the  Senate ^  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
That  his  excellency  the  governor  be  requested  to  designate  some 
suitable  person,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  inquiry  into  the 
matter  of  erecting,  at  an  early  date,  a  fitting  monument  or  statue 
in  memory  of  Major-General  John  Stark,  at  his  burial  place  in 
the  city  of  Manchester,  the  expense  of  carrying  out  any  such 
specified  plan  or  plans,  and  how  much  of  said  sum  or  sums  would 
be  raised  by  the  descendants  of  General  Stark,  and  by  the  city  of 
Manchester,  contingent  upon  the  payment  of  the  residue  by  the 
state  ;  and  make  report  of  his  doings  in  the  premises,  said  report 
to  be  laid  before  the  legislature  at  its  next  biennial  session.

been  informed  by  his  excellency  that  he  would  send  a  communi- 
cation to  the  legislature  forthwith.

resolution  to  be  regularly  numbered,  beginning  with  No.  i,  and 
continuing  consecutively  as  each  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  re- 
ported to  the  house ;  and  that  when  said  bills  and  joint  resolu- 
tions are  so  printed  and  distributed,  the  clerk  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  laid  on  the  speaker's  table,  and  they  shall  be  taken  up 
in  their  order,  without  motion,  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  man- 
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ner  as  they  would  have  been  had  they  not  been  declared  laid  on 
the  table.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE, 

June  Session,  1885. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  his  excellency. 
Moody  Currier,  and  inform  him  of  his  election  as  governor  for 
the  ensuing  two  years,  and  the  organization  of  the  legislature, 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
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them,  and  that  his  excellency  has  informed  them  that  he  will 
meet  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  in  convention  at 
once,  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  make  a  communication  to  the 
legislature. 

They  would  also  report  that  they  have  notified  Charles  W. 
Talpey,  Benjamin  A.  Kimball,  Mortier  L.  Morrison,  Peter  Upton, 
and  John  W.  Jewell  of  their  election  as  councilors  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years. 

The  senate  and  house  of  representatives  being  assembled  in  the 
representatives'  hall,  the  governor  elect  and  the  honorable  coun- 
cil came  in.  ' 

The  Hon.  Moody  Currier,  governor  elect,  then  subscribed  to 
the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths  of  allegiance  before  the  president 
of  the  senate,  and  in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of  the  legis- 
lature, whereupon  the  Hon.  Chester  Pike,  president  of  the  senate, 
made  proclamation  as  follows :  — 

Moody  Currier  having  been  duly  elected  governor  of  New 
Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths  prescribed 
by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  His  Excellency,  Moody 
Currier,  governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the 
office  during  the  ensuing  two  years.  And  I  present  Your  Excel- 
lency with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  as  your  guide 
in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

The  following  message  of  his  excellency  was  then  read  by  the 
clerk  of  the  house :  — 

GentUmen  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Obedient  to  the  requirements  of  our  state  constitution,  we 
have  assembled  to  accept  the  trusts  which  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  have  committed  to  our  hands. 

In  assuming  the  duties  which  attach  to  the  legislative  and  ex- 
ecutive branches  of  the  government  of  the  state,  we  take  upon 
ourselves  a  great  responsibility ;  for  upon  the  character  of  our 
laws,  and  the  fidelity  with  which  they  are  enforced,  depend,  in 
no  small  degree,  the  intelligence,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of 
our  entire  population.     Let  us  then  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
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these  obligations  with  a  firm  determination  that  all  our  acts  shall 
bear  the  impress  of  pure  aims  and  wise  deliberation,  and  conduce 
to  the  best  interests  of  those  who  have  placed  us  in  the  positions 
we  occupy.  Those  who  long  ago  preceded  us  in  making  and  ad- 
ministering the  laws,  marked  out  a  general  policy  which  has  been 
justified  by  its  fruits  and  approved  by  the  people.  We  may  safely 
follow  in  their  footsteps,  changing  nothing  simply  because  it  is 
old,  and  establishing  nothing  simply  because  it  is  new,  but  con- 
fining ourselves  to  such  legislation  as  is  clearly  demanded.  A 
simple  government,  administered  with  rigid  economy,  with  per- 
fect honesty,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  security  of  life  and  prop- 
erty, the  promotion  of  learning  and  morality,  and  the  ameliora- 
tion of  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate,  is  the  rich  legacy  which 
we  have  received  from  the  founders  of  our  commonwealth. 

Our  people  do  not  desire  or  need  much  legislation.  A  few 
laws,  so  reasonable  that  they  will  enforce  themselves  among  good 
citizens,  and  so  evidently  just  that  they  can  easily  be  enforced 
against  the  vicious  and  the  lawless,  are  all  that  are  required. 

STATE    EXPENDITURES. 

We  are  the  custodians  and  almoners  of  the  public  funds,  and 
those  who  bear  the  burdens  of  taxation  will  rightfully  require  at 
our  hands  that  their  money  shall  not  be  squandered.  Every 
obligation  that  the  state  has  incurred  must  be  promptly  and 
honestly  met.  Our  public  charities  must  not  be  permitted  to 
suffer  for  lack  of  means ;  our  state  institutions  of  learning  must 
be  sustained ;  our  penal  and  reformatory  establishments  must  be 
supported,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  state  government  must  be  provided  for ;  —  but  it  will  be 
extravagance  to  go  much  beyond  this,  at  a  time  when  depression 
in  business  and  depreciation  in  values  render  it  difiicult  for  tax- 
payers, especially  those  whose  means  of  living  are  mostly  derived 
from  their  daily  labor,  to  respond  to  the  demands  made  upon 
them.  The  creating  of  commissions  which  serve  to  increase 
public  offices  and  multiply  expenses  should  be  carefully  avoided. 
The  endowment  by  the  state  of  institutions  of  a  private  nature, 
or  those  in  which  it  retains  a  partial  interest  and  nominal  control. 
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is  a  departure  from  the  practices  of  the  fathers,  and  may  prove  a 
precedent  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  set  aside.  The  only  safety 
for  the  state  treasury  lies  in  a  steadfast  determination  to  incur  no 
expense  the  necessity  for  which  has  not  been  plainly  demon- 
strated. 

From  the  reports  of  the  state  treasurer,  it  appears  that  our 
finances  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  During  the  fiscal 
year  ending  May  31,  1884,  the  public  debt  was  reduced  { 1,5 42. 65. 
But  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  expenses  of  the  long  session 
of  the  last  legislature,  amounting  to  |i 27,386. 12,  were  charged 
to  the  account  of  that  year.  The  report  of  the  treasurer  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1885,  shows  a  reduction  of  nearly 
Ji 50,000.  Should  the  sessions  of  the  legislature  hereafter  not 
exceed  five  or  six  weeks  in  length,  which  would  seem  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  enactment  of  all  the  laws  the  public  good  requires, 
we  may  safely  expect  an  average  annual  reduction  of  the  public 
debt  of  more  than  1 100,000,  without  increasing  the  usual  annual 
tax  of  1400,000,  which  is  as  much  as  the  people  ought  to  be 
asked  to  pay.  The  books  in  the  treasurer's  office,  and  the 
methods  of  keeping  them,  are  justly  commended  by  the  auditors 
as  models  of  neatness  and  order. 

LABOR   AND   CAPITAL. 

During  the  past  year  various  causes  have  combined  to  inter- 
rupt and  depress  the  regular  course  of  business  throughout  the 
country.  The  excitement  usually  attendant  upon  a  presidential 
election  turned  the  attention  of  the  people  from  business  to  poli- 
tics, and  the  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  future  policy  of  the 
national  government  in  financial  matters  caused  many  to  curtail 
operations,  so  that  neither  capital  nor  labor  has  been  satisfactorily 
employed.  Profits  have  been  small,  work  has  been  scarce,  and 
wages  much  reduced.  This  has  produced  uneasiness  and  discon- 
tent in  many  places.  Our  own  state  has  been  comparatively  free 
from  those  unfortunate  conflicts  between  employers  and  employees 
which  in  other  sections  of  the  country  have  proved  so  disastrous 
to  both ;  but  doubtless  there  are  some  who  think  they  have 
suffered  more  than  their  share  of  the  losses  incident  to  the  dull- 
ness of  the  times,  and  will  come  to  you  for  redress,  asking  for 
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amendments  to  our  statutes  regulating  the  relation  between  capi- 
tal and  labor,  which  in  their  judgment  will  promote  the  public 
welfare,  and  protect  individuals  from  unjust  exactions.  I  do  not 
apprehend  that  in  a  state  like  ours,  where  laborers  become  capi- 
talists and  where  capitalists  were  once  laborers,  where  work  is 
honorable,  where  industry  and  skill  are  the  open  paths  to  compe- 
tency, where  privileges  are  equal  and  the  opportunities  for  acquir- 
ing great  riches  are  rare,  where  those  who  pay  wages  and  those 
who  receive  them  recognize  their  mutual  dependence  upon  each 
other,  much  is  to  be  feared  from  the  monopolies  of  the  rich  or 
the  communism  of  the  poor.  Nor  do  I  believe  that  the  condition 
of  the  working  classes  is  often  improved  by  laws  prescribing  how 
long  they  shall  work,  or  how  they  shall  be  paid.  Where  this  kind 
of  guardianship  has  prevailed,  there  is  often  more  friction  between 
capital  and  labor  than  where  the  terms  upon  which  those  who 
earn  and  those  who  j>ay  wages  shall  work  together  are  left  to 
their  mutual  intelligence  and  good  sense.  But  I  shall  most  cheer- 
fully approve  any  measures  that  will  make  the  toilers  of  our  state 
more  certain  of  a  fair  return  for  their  industry,  or  more  secure  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  earnings. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Of  the  142,468  people  of  New  Hampshire  who  are  returned 
in  the  census  of  1880  as  employed  in  the  fifty  principal  occupa- 
tions, 58,037  were  engaged  in  manufacturing,  mining,  and  me- 
chanical industries,  44,490  in  agriculture,  28,206  in  the  various 
professions,  including  7,538  domestic  servants  and  10,651  labor- 
ers, and  iiy735  in  trade  and  in  railroading. 

These  figures  show  that  our  state  has  lost  the  distinctive  agri- 
cultural character  of  its  early  history,  and  should  teach  us  the 
necessity  of  guarding  and  protecting  our  farming  interests  that 
remain,  lest  they  too  be  destroyed  by  the  sharp  and  increasing 
competition  of  more  fertile  states,  and  the  farming  classes,  which 
are  justly  regarded  as  the  best  representatives  of  the  intelligence, 
honesty,  and  frugality  of  our  people,  be  lost. 

Our  state  has  great  resources  besides  its  farms.  Its  magnificent 
and  varied  scenery  and  its  delightful  summer  climate  make  it  a 
natural  sanitarium  and  pleasure  ground.     Its  waters  and  forests 
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abound  in  valuable  fish  and  game.  It  has  great  wealth  of  wood 
and  stone,  and  its  streams  afford  almost  limitless  water-power. 
All  these,  properly  appreciated  and  dealt  with,  are  unfailing 
sources  of  wealth  and  material  progress.  But  our  farms  should 
still  continue  our  most  cherished  possessions,  not  only  because 
they  furnish  a  large  share  of  our  food  supplies,  but  because  upon 
them  we  must  mainly  rely  for  the  best  development  of  mind  and 
body,  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  qualities  and  character  which 
have  made  the  natives  of  New  Hampshire,  at  home  and  abroad, 
the  best  types  of  American  manhood  and  womanhood.  We  must 
save  the  farms.  We  can  do  something  towards  this  by  encourag- 
ing every  industry  which  creates  a  home  market  for  farm  products, 
by  protecting  farmers  from  unjust  exactions,  and  by  affording 
them  opportunities  for  obtaining  an  education  which  will  enable 
them  to  offset,  by  superior  intelligence,  the  disadvantages  under 
which  they  labor. 

AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE. 

Our  agricultural  college  has  not  proved  so  great  a  success  as 
was  anticipated  by  its  founders  and  friends.  It  has  been  encour- 
aged by  the  state,  and  its  management  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
devoted  and  judicious  friends.  It  appears  to  be  in  good  condi- 
tion, well  managed,  and  capable  of  materially  assisting  our  farm- 
ing interests  ;  but  the  number  of  students  who  have  availed  them- 
selves of  its  advantages  has  been  small,  and  its  influence,  as  an 
institution  for  the  education  of  the  young,  has  been  very  limited. 
During  the  nineteen  years  of  its  existence,  it  has  graduated  but 
ninety-two  in  all.  Its  present  number  is  thirty-five,  of  whom 
eleven  are  candidates  for  graduation.  Only  seven  of  these  be- 
long to  this  state,  and  there  is  not  much  prospect  of  a  larger 
patronage  in  the  future.  But  as  an  experimental  station,  where 
analyses  of  waters,  soils,  and  fertilizers  are  accurately  made, 
where  new  seeds  and  implements  are  carefully  tested,  where  new 
methods  are  intelligently  tried  and  the  results  promptly  and 
plainly  reported,  the  college  and  farm  can  be  made  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  our  farmers  who  have  neither  the  knowledge  nor 
the  means  necessary  to  make  scientific  investigations  and  costly 
experiments. 
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STATE   BOARD   OF   AGRICULTURE. 

The  state  board  of  agriculture  has  existed  for  many  years.  Its 
members  have  accomplished  much  in  stimulating  our  interest  in 
agricultural  pursuits,  and  in  disseminating  information  among  the 
people  through  the  agency  of  the  farmers'  meetings,  lectures, 
and' published  reports.  Though  its  work  has  been  taken  up  and 
greatly  extended  by  that  young  and  vigorous  organization,  the 
Grange,  the  board  is  still  active,  and  finds  plenty  to  do. 

MANUFACTURES. 

In  twenty  years  —  from  i860  to  1880 — the  capital  invested 
in  manufacturing  in  this  state  increased  from  1 2  2, 274,094  to 
$51,112,263,  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  shops  and 
factories  from  32,340  to  48,831,  and  the  annual  wages  from 
18,405,610  to  1 1 4i  8 1 4, 793.  This  rapid  growth  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment, largely  due  to  the  protective  policy  of  the  national  gov- 
ernment, and  the  liberal  manner  in  which  manufacturing  indus- 
tries have  been  treated  by  New  Hampshire.  I  trust  that  all 
doubts  of  the  permanency  of  that  policy  will  be  soon  dispelled ; 
and  I  feel  sure  that  the  industries  which  have  built  up  our  cities 
and  villages,  in  which  so  large  a  share  of  our  capital  and  labor 
is  employed,  have  nothing  to  fear  at  your  hands. 

STATE    PRISON. 

Our  state  prison,  which  was  erected  in  1880-81,  combines  all 
needed  facilities  for  the  safe  keeping  and  useful  employment  of 
convicts.  It  is  also  managed  upon  the  modem  and  humane 
theory  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  enlighten,  and  if  possi- 
ble reform,  as  well  as  punish,  criminals.  The  discipline  is  strict 
without  being  savage.  Due  regard  is  paid  to  the  health  and 
comfort  of  its  inmates,  and  the  financial  management  is  honest 
and  judicious.  The  expenses  last  year  were  120,349.25,  and  the 
earnings  118,754.24,  leaving  a  balance  against  the  prison  of 
;Ji,595.oi. 

INDUSTRIAL   SCHOOL. 

The  industrial  school  can  hardly  be  classed  as  a  penal  institu- 
tion.    It  may,  with  more  propriety,  be  counted  as  one  of  our 
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public  charities,  a  home  where  the  state  places  its  wayward  chil- 
dren for  reform  and  instruction.  Its  inmates,  many  of  whom  are 
orphans,  are  made  to  feel  that  they  are  the  objects  of  the  gen- 
erosity, care,  and  good  will  of  the  state,  and  that  the  way  to  a 
better  life  is  still  open  before  them.  The  humane  and  generous 
policy  under  which  the  school  was  established,  the  fostering  care 
and  support  always  extended  to  it  by  the  legislature,  and  the  good 
conduct  and  success  of  many  who  have  been  its  inmates,  have 
taken  away 'much  of  the  odium  and  disgrace  that  formerly  at- 
tached to  this  class  of  institutions.  Those  committed  to  it  do 
not  feel  that  they  are  outlaws  and  criminals,  forever  debarred 
from  society,  but  that  they  may  win  their  way  to  respectability 
and  success  in  life,  and  become  useful  citizens.  I  regard  this 
school  as  a  model  of  its  class,  and  can  suggest  no  improvement 
in  its  aims  and  methods.  The  treasurer's  report  shows  a  balance 
of  $6,248.17  in  his  hands  April  i,  1885.  No  appropriation  will 
be  needed  from  the  state.     Whole  number  of  inmates,  113. 

ASYLUM   FOR  THE   INSANE. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  asylum  for  the  insane  will 
give  you  all  the  information  I  possess  in  regard  to  its  operations, 
revenues,  and  needs.  Institutions  like  this  are  products  of  mod- 
ern civilization,  and  among  our  most  beneficent  and  indispen- 
sable charities.  They  afford  relief  to  the  unfortunate  and  safety 
to  society,  and  are  necessary  not  only  for  those  who  are  proper 
subjects  of  charity,  but  also  for  those  who  cannot  be  properly 
cared  for  elsewhere,  even  when  they  are  in  possession  of  abun- 
dant means.  These  unfortunates  are  steadily  increasing,  and 
the  capacity  and  resources  of  our  asylum  should  be  continually 
augmented.  The  price  of  board  and  care  of  patients  should 
always  be  placed  as  low  as  possible,  so  that  all  persons  who  wish 
may  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  which  the  institution  can 
afford. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  AND    DUMB. 

Although  our  state  has  no  establishment  of  its  own  for  the 
special  support  and  education  of  the  blind,  the  deaf,  and  the 
dumb,  we  have  watched  over  them  with  paternal  care,  and  edu- 
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cated  them  in  the  schools  and  asylums  of  other  states.  Our 
blind  have  been  cared  for  at  the  Perkins  Institute  in  Boston,  and 
the  deaf  and  dumb  at  the  asylum  in  Hartford,  Conn.  By  these 
arrangements  we  have  been  enabled  to  discharge,  at  a  moderate 
expense,  the  sacred  duty  of  affording  them  such  relief  as  their 
unfortunate  condition  demands.  So  far  as  I  have  been  informed, 
the  usual  appropriation  will  be  sufficient. 

STATE   BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

I  regard  the  state  board  of  health  as  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant and  necessary  of  our  state  organizations.  It  should  be 
heartily  supported,  and  made  as  efficient  as  possible.  Science 
has  demonstrated  that  many  of  the  diseases  which  are  attributed 
by  superstition  and  ignorance  to  supernatural  influences,  are  the 
results  of  natural  causes  and  may  be  avoided.  The  legislature, 
therefore,  did  a  wise  thing  when  it  established  a  board  to  inves- 
tigate the  sanitary  condition  of  our  state,  and  to  educate  the 
people  to  a  knowledge  and  observance  of  the  laws  of  health.  We 
needed  to  be  told  that  physical  evils  are  not  always  unavoidable 
dispensations  of  Providence,  but  are  the  results  of  causes  which 
we  often  produce,  and  which  we  may  generally  prevent.  We 
needed  to  be  taught  that  the  worst  enemies  of  human  health  are 
generated  in  the  filth  that  festers  about  many  of  our  dwellings, 
throwing  off  poisonous  miasms,  and  loading  the  air  we  breathe  and 
impregnating  the  water  we  drink  with  the  germs  of  disease  and 
death ;  and  we  needed  to  be  instructed  how  to  preserve  our 
health  and  prolong  our  lives  by  an  earnest  and  unceasing  warfare 
upon  sickness-breeding  impurities  of  all  kinds.  The  primary 
object  in  establishing  the  board  of  health  was  undoubtedly  to  im- 
part such  information  and  instruction.  In  this  the  board  has 
been  actively  engaged,  and  appears  to  have  made  good  progress. 
But  danger  may  come  from  abroad,  and  additional  duties  may 
devolve  upon  it.  It  is  well  known  that  Asiatic  cholera  has  pre- 
vailed in  many  parts  of  Europe  during  the  last  year,  and  it  is 
feared  it  may  reach  this  country  the  present  season.  In  case  of 
its  approach,  the  board  should  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  en- 
forcing the  most  stringent  sanitary  regulations.  If  any  additional 
legislation  is  necessary  to  enable  it  to  do  this  promptly  and  effectu-

ally,  it  should  be  had  at  this  session.  The  regular  expenses  of  the 
board  are  fixed  by  statute,  and  I  think  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
ordinary  wants  of  the  year ;  but  should  it  become  necessary  to 
resort  to  extreme  measures,  a  further  sum  might  be  needed,  and  I 
suggest  that  a  reasonable  amount  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
governor  and  council,  to  be  used  if  found  necessary. 

FISH    AND    GAME. 

I  consider  it  of  great  importance  that  the  work  of  restocking 
our  waters  with  food  fishes,  and  of  protecting  at  proper  seasons 
our  birds,  game  animals,  and  fish,  should  be  continued.  The 
state  hatching-house  at  Plymouth  furnishes  annually  immense 
numbers  of  fry,  which  only  require  judicious  distribution  and 
reasonable  protection  to  add  largely  to  the  resources  of  the  state 
and  the  profit  and  pleasure  of  its  people ;  and  our  game  laws 
have  done  much  to  make  our  valuable  birds  and  wild  animals 
more  plenty.  I  have  no  estimate  of  the  market  value  of  the  fish 
and  game  taken  annually  in  New  Hampshire,  but  it  is  a  very 
large  sum,  and  the  fact  that  our  woods  and  waters  afford  good 
fishing  and  hunting  is  worth  much  to  us  as  an  attraction  to  the 
sportsman  and  tourist.  Both  the  direct  and  indirect  revenues 
from  this  source  can,  it  seems  to  me,  be  greatly  enhanced. 

We  have  in  New  Hampshire  more  than  70,000  acres  of  water, 
and  at  a  comparatively  small  expense  it  can  nearly  all  be  stocked 
and  kept  supplied  with  the  best  varieties  of  food  fish.  If,  as 
stated,  an  acre  of  water  can  be  made  to  yield  as  much  food  as 
an  acre  of  land,  our  resources  in  this  direction  are  almost  limit- 
less. The  benefits  of  our  efforts  to  restore  to  our  rivers  the 
migratory  fis^  have  thus  far  accrued  mainly  to  other  states,  and 
this  will  probably  continue  to  be  the  case ;  but  as  Massachusetts 
pays  a  share  of  the  expense  of  the  hatching-house,  we  can  per- 
haps afford  to  continue  the  present  arrangement,  by  which  we 
maintain  fishways  and  propagate  shad  and  salmon,  so  long  as  it 
does  not  cripple  our  water-powers. 

MILITARY   AFFAIRS. 

Our  state  militia  consists  of  one  brigade  of  three  regiments 
of  infantry,  two  batteries,  and  two  companies  of  cavalry,  about 
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one  thousand  men  in  all.  It  was  organized  by  the  advice  of 
those  who,  by  actual  experience  in  the  late  war,  knew  what  the 
state  needed ;  and  so  far  it  has  fully  met  all  our  requirements. 
The  troops  are  intelligent  and  well  disciplined,  the  officers  gen- 
tlemanly and  efficient.  The  state  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  its 
little  army.  Although  small,  it  is  sufficient  in  times  of  peace. 
In  case  of  war,  it  would  form  a  nucleus  around  which  a  larger 
force  could  be  readily  mustered.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Rebellion,  New  Hampshire  found  itself  without  any  military  or- 
ganization whatever,  yet  the  patriotism  of  our  citizens  prompted 
them  to  offer  themselves  for  the  defense  of  their  country  faster 
than  they  could  be  armed  and  mustered  into  service.  That 
patriotism  has  in  no  degree  become  extinct,  and  can  be  relied 
upon  whenever  occasion  calls,  without  extraordinary  effort  to 
make  it  active  and  prominent  in  peaceful  times. 

STATE   LIBRARY. 

I  wish  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  state  library, 
which  has  entirely  outgrown  the  rooms  in  which  it  is  placed.  It 
contains  a  large  nimiber  of  valuable  books,  among  which  are 
the  law  reports  and  statutes,  both  American  and  English,  which 
are  almost  indispensable  to  our  courts  and  attorneys  in  the 
examination  of  legal  questions.  Rooms  are  needed  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  contain  our  present  library  of  about  eighteen  thou- 
sand volumes,  and  a  prospective  increase  of  more  than  one 
thousand  volumes  annually.  I  understand  that  plans  have  been 
drawn  and  estimates  made  by  competent  architects,  which  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
present  rooms  by  adding  to  the  state  house  on  the  west  side,  and 
also  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  building.  I  would  recommend 
that  some  favorable  and  decisive  action  be  taken  at  the  present 
session  upon  this  subject. 

THE   PROHIBITORV   LAWS. 

The  worst  enemy  to  human  happiness  and  progress  is  the  in- 
temperate use  of  intoxicating  drinks ;  and  the  best  law  in  regard 
to  them  is  that  which  will  do  most  to  prevent  their  sale.     The 
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present  prohibitory  law,  if  rigidly  enforced,  would  be  sufficient ; 
but  in  many  of  our  larger  places  it  is  openly  and  successfully 
defied,  and  probably  will  be  until  people  are  brought  to  see  and 
feel  that  not  only  their  own  interests,  but  the  safety  of  society, 
depend  largely  upon  the  banishment  of  alcoholic  liquors  from 
the  land. 

I  can  suggest  no  amendment  which  will  make  these  laws  oper- 
ative, in  the  absence  of  a  strong  and  pronounced  public  opinion 
favoring  their  enforcement ;  but  I  trust  you  will  give  the  subject 
the  attention  it  deserves,  and  leave  untried  no  plan  that  gives 
reasonable  assurance  of  ridding  us  of  so  terrible  a  curse  as  the 
liquor  traffic. 

COMMON    SCHOOLS. 

I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  argue  the  importance  of  com- 
mon schools,  or  the  duty  of  the  state  to  afford  to  its  youth 
suitable  opportunities  for  acquiring  the  rudiments  of  such  an 
education  as  shall  prepare  them  for  the  ordinary  business  and 
duties  of  life.  Our  free  schools  are  interwoven  with  the  early 
training  and  habits  of  the  people,  and  no  arguments  are  needed 
to  convince  you  that  these  nurseries  of  our  future  men  and 
women  should  be  sustained  by  a  generous  support  and  guided  by 
skillful  hands.  Especially  at  the  present  time  do  the  increasing 
activities  of  business,  and  the  great  influx  of  the  unschooled, 
demand  that  our  common  schools  should  be  kept  up  to  the  high- 
est point  of  efficiency.  I  am  glad  to  find  a  deepening  interest 
in  them,  and  a  more  general  appreciation  of  their  importance. 

During  the  past  year  teachers'  institutes  have  been  held  in  all 
the  counties  of  the  state,  under  the  direction  of  the  able  and 
faithful  superintendent  of  public  instruction.  These  have  been 
largely  attended,  and  have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  law 
authorizing  them.  I  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  give  teachers  the  privilege  of  closing  their  schools  a  suf- 
ficient time  to  enable  them  to  attend  at  least  one  institute  each 
year. 

Changes  in  population  have  led  several  towns  to  abolish  their 
school  districts,  and  substitute  the  town  system  of  school  man- 
agement.    This  is  undoubtedly  of  great  advantage  to  the  schools 
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in  many  towns,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  some  of  our  best  educa- 
tors that  such  a  change  should  be  made  general  by  a  state  law  ; 
but  there  is  still  a  strong  and  wide-spread  feeling  against  abolish- 
ing the  old  time-honored  school  district,  and  I  do  not  see  why  it 
may  not  safely  be  left  for  the  voters  in  each  town,  who  ought  to 
be  the  best  judges  of  their  own  needs,  to  determine  the  question 
for  themselves,  as  under  the  present  law. 

NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

Our  normal  school  was  established  at  Plymouth  in  1872,  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  and  training  teachers  for  our  public 
schools.  The  state  has  appropriated  large  sums  for  its  support, 
and  the  town  in  which  it  is  located  has  given  it  considerable 
assistance.  Its  trustees  are  men  of  great  ability  and  experience, 
its  teachers  enjoy  an  excellent  reputation  for  skill  and  success  in 
teaching,  and  its  graduates  have  generally  proved  to  be  thor- 
oughly trained  and  well  fitted  for  their  professions. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  better  teachers,  not  only  to 
supply  the  schools  of  our  own  state,  in  which  about  3,500  are 
employed,  but  to  answer  the  many  calls  from  abroad.  And  yet 
the  school  at  Plymouth  has  never  received  the  patronage  it  has 
a  right  to  expect,  and  without  which  any  school  must  prove  a 
failure.     The  average  number  of  graduates  is  about  thirty. 

The  state  cannot  afford  to  do  without  well  trained  teachers, 
neither  can  it  afford  to  support  an  institution  of  learning  that 
attracts  to  it  so  small  a  number  of  students.  The  present  con- 
dition of  things  should  not  be  permitted  to  continue,  and  I  trust 
you  will  find  some  means  to  improve  it. 

RAILROADS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  railroad  laws  of  this 
state  were  materially  and  radically  changed  by  two  enactments, — 
one  creating  a  railroad  commission  with  novel  and  greatly  en- 
larged powers,  giving  the  board  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
railroads  in  the  state,  with  power  to  examine  into  all  their  affairs, 
and  to  regulate  their  trains,  fares,  freight,  stations,  and  accom- 
modations ;    the  other,  a  general  law  authorizing  the  formation 
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of  railroad  corporations  for  the  construction  of  new  roads,  and 
also  the  union  of  existing  roads  by  lease,  sale,  or  contract.  No 
new  road  has  been  constructed  under  this  law,  but  important 
unions  of  old  roads  have  been  effected.  These  consolidations 
have  not,  however,  been  in  operation  long  enough  to  warrant  a 
positive  conclusion  as  to  the  results  to  the  people  of  the  state. 
So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  new  policy  is  generally  approved  by  the 
people,  with  a  hope  that  it  will  put  an  end  to  the  rivalries  and 
controversies  of  our  roads,  and  relieve  the  legislature  from  the 
vexatious  contests  that  have  occupied  so  much  time  in  former 
years. 

INSURANCE. 

During  the  year  1884  the  losses  by  fire  have  been  exception- 
ally large,  and  the  insurance  companies  of  other  states  have 
found  it  an  unprofitable  year.  In  this  state  we  have  but  one 
stock  company  (the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Insurance  Company), 
which  has  experienced  its  usual  success,  and  found  its  business  re- 
munerative. Its  capital  stock  has  been  increased  to  f  500,000, 
and  its  net  assets  of  unquestionable  securities  now  exceed 
^1,000,000.  Its  success  speaks  well  for  New  Hampshire  enter- 
prise. The  policy  of  this  state  in  regard  to  insurance  seems  to 
be  safe  and  satisfactory,  and  confidence  may  be  placed  in  all 
duly  authorized  companies. 

SAVINGS   BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  bank  commissioners  exhibits  in  detail  the 
condition  of  the  New  Hampshire  savings  banks.  During  the 
past  year  their  deposits  have  increased  from  $42,091,596  to  JI43,- 
826,123,  making  an  increase  during  the  year  of  Jli, 834,5 26.  * 
The  whole  number  of  depositors  in  1884-85  was  123,967^  an 
increa.se  during  the  year  of  6,650. 

Owing  to  unfortunate  investments  in  its  early  history,  the 
Portsmouth  Trust  and  Guaranty  Company  last  winter  found  its 
resources  greatly  impaired,  and  for  a  short  time  suspended  busi- 
ness.. Fortunately,  this  bank  was  organized  upon  the  guaranty 
plan,  and  the  losses,  which  amounted  to  $74,000  and  interest  for 
twelve  years,  fell  entirely  upon  the  contributors  to  the  guaranty 
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fund,  and  the  general  depositors  did  not  suffer.  The  fund  has 
since  been  restored  by  an  assessment  upon  the  guarantors,  and 
the  bank  has  resumed  business. 

With  this  exception,  all  our  banks  have  been  able  to  meet 
promptly  all  their  liabilities,  and  have  merited  the  public  confi- 
dence, which  is  attested  by  the  large  increase  in  their  deposits. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  having  called  attention  to  the  more 
important  subjects  which  it  will  be  our  official  duty  to  consider, 
and  having  suggested  the  general  principles  which  I  believe 
should  control  our  action,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  express  the 
hope  and  confidence  that,  trusting  to  the  guidance  of  that  In- 
finite Wisdom  which  led  our  fathers  to  lay  broad  and  deep  the 
foundations  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  build  up  a  government 
that  we  all  love  and  venerate,  we  shall  be  enabled  so  to  discharge 
our  obligations  as  to  justify  the  good  opinion  of  those  who  called 
us  to  these  honorable  and  responsible  places  in  their  service.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Bell,  for  the  special  committee  on  the  revision  of  the 
rules  of  the  house,  reported  the  following  rules,  and  recommended 
their  adoption  :  — 
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RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

OF   THE   DUTY   OF   THE   SPEAKER. 

1.  The  speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour  to 
which  the  house  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  immediately  call 
the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  house  by  any  two  members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  **As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that  [as  the  case  may  be]  say  Ay;  " 
and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  '*  Those  of  a  contrary 
opinion  say  No."  If  the  speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called 
for,  the  house  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  ques- 
tion shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  till  they  be  counted, 
and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted.  The  speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision 
of  the  house. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  house. 

6.  The  speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  matters  shall 
be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  house. 

7.  The  speaker  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  vote  unless  the 
house  be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the 
minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such 
equal  division  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by 
the  speaker  ;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  subpoenas  issued  by  order 
of  the  house  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the 
clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries,  the  speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  house, 
members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  senate,  the  secretary 
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of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  senate,  shall  be  admitted 
within  the  door  of  the  representatives'  chamber,  unless  by  invi- 
tation of  the  speaker,  or  some  member  of  the  house  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  speaker,  except,  in  public  hearings,  parties,  their 
counsel,  and  witnesses,  under  the  direction  of  the  speaker. 

11.  The  speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  extend 
beyond  one  legislative  day. 

OF   DECORUM   AND   DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  make  a 
motion,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  speaker. 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  house,  the 
speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order ;  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated  from  the 
chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order 
for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the  request  of  any  member 
the  words  objected  to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  member 
so  calling  to  order ;  after  which  the  member  so  called  to  order 
may  explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate  as  in  other 
cases,  and  decided  by  the  speaker,  whose  decision  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  house  by  a  member,  in 
which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  '*  Is  the  speaker's  decision 
correct?**  which  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  the 
decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  pro- 
ceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  censure  of  the  house. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first.  When 
two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  speaker  shall  name  the 
person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once  until 
every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  speaker  is  putting  any  question  or  addressing 
the  house,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house  ;  nor  in 
such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private 
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discourse ;  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between 
him  and  the  chair ;  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his  seat  while 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  directly  interested ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  the  question  was  put ;  nor  sit  upon  any  committee 
when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question  under  consideration. 
In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member  of  a  committee,  the  fact 
shall  be  reported  to  the  house,  and  another  person  substituted  on 
that  question  in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  house,  for  special  reason,  shall 
excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  when  a  motion  shall  be 
made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by 
the  speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and 
read  by  the  speaker  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  house  unless  it  be  pre- 
sented by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be  concisely  minuted 
and  the  name  of  the  member,  and  the  town  he  represents,  re- 
corded upon  the  back  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to  be  stated 
to  the  house,  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  peti- 
tion as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

21 1  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  speaker,  it  shall  be  in  pos- 
session of  the  house,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  an 
amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but  first,  to  adjourn  ;  second,  to  lay  on  the  table  ;  third, 
for  the  previous  question  ;  fourth,  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  fifth, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  day ;  sixth,  to  commit ;  and  seventh,  to 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  arranged.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  and  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The  speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the  follow- 
ing form  :  **  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?  **  and  all  debate 
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upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption  of  the  previous 
question,  the  sense  of  the  house  shall  forthwith  be  taken  upon 
pending  amendments,  in  their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the 
main  question. 

24.  On  the  previous  question  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave ;  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order, 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  excepting  on  appeal,  and  on  such  appeal  no  mem- 
ber shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the 
house. 

35.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it  shall 
not  be  again  in  order  till  after  adjournment,  but  the  main  ques- 
tion shall  be  left  before  the  house,  and  disposed  of  as  though  the 
previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall 
not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session,  except  by  unanimous  con- 
sent. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it ;  and  upon  a  motion  to  amend,  a  re- 
fusal to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude  amendment  to  such 
words  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  house. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amende 
ment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  unless  the  motion  for  recon- 
sideration be  made  by  a  member  who  Voted  with  the  majority, 
nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the  same  day 
on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  on  which  the  house 
shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected  to 
by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  house. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  mem- 
ber of  two  other  committees  who  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend  to 
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his  duty  in  the  house,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  house  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable 
to  attend. 

34.  The  speaker  shall  appoint  a  teller  for  each  division  of  the 
house,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  chair  the  state  of 
the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of  the  house  is  called  for. 

OF   STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session  :  — 

A  Committee  on  Revising  and  Compiling  the  Laws  of  the 
State  ;  a  Committee  on  National  Affairs  ;  a  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions ;  a  Committee  on  the  Judiciary ;  a  Committee  on  Banks ; 
a  Committee  on  the  State  Prison  ;  a  Committee  on  Insurance  ; 
a  Committee  on  the  State  Agricultural  College  ;  a  Committee  on 
Agriculture ;  a  Committee  on  Manufactures ;  a  Committee  on 
Finance ;  a  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Affairs ;  a  Committee  on  Education ;  a 
Committee  on  the  State  Normal  School ;  a  Committee  on  Incor- 
porations ;  a  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes ;  a  Committee 
on  the  Division  of  Towns  ;  a  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane ;  a  Committee  on  Railroads ;  a  Committee  on  Roads, 
Bridges,  and  Canals ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business ;  a 
Committee  on  Mileage  ;  a  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game ; 
a  Committee  on  the  Industrial  School ;  and  a  Committee  on 
Claims, — to  consist  of  twelve  members  each ;  a  Committee  on 
Bills  on  their  Second  Reading ;  a  Committee  on  Printers*  Ac- 
counts ;  a  Committee  on  Military  Accounts, — to  consist  of  nine 
members  each ;  a  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  House,  to  con- 
sist of  three  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Revising  and  Com- 
piling the  Laws  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those  subjects, 
and  recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and  additions  as 
may  be  desirable.  Also  to  consider  all  bills,  resolutions,  and 
reports  of  committees  relating  to  those  subjects  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs  to 
consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  referred  to 
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the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all  matters  pertaining 
to  our  federal  relations,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  to  examine 
and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials  of  the  elec- 
tion of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  house,  and  to  take 
into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters  in  relation 
to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  or  may  be  presented,  or  come  into 
question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  take 
into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  judiciary 
system  of  the  state  ;  to  examine  and  report  what  laws  have  ex- 
pired, or  are  near  about  expiring,  and  require  to  be  revived  or 
further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all  constitutional 
questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Banks  to  consider  all 
applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  subjects 
relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  state  prison, 
to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  submitted  by 
the  warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  compa- 
nies, and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  companies,  domestic 
and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine,  accidental,  or  of  any 
other  character,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Agricultural 
College  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of 
the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic 
Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  make 
such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the 
interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural  interests

and  public  lands  of  the  state,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricul- 
tural societies,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests  of  the 
state,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation  for  manufacturing 
purposes,  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  to 
report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  examine 
and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  report 
what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  state  tax,  and  on  every 
subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  state  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expenditures,  and 
all  questions  relating  thereto ;  and  also  to  consider  all  questions 
relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative  reforms  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  state  government,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to 
consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws  regu- 
lating the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  removal  of  military 
officers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Education  to  con- 
sider all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  districts  and 
schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  house,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Normal 
School  to  examine 'in  relation  to  the  government  of  the  state 
normal  school,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house, 
and  to  make  such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interests  of  the  state  require. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation, 
and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to 
bodies  corporate  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  ex- 
cepting those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads, 
canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  factories.  And  upon 
every  application  for  an  act  of  incorporation  referred  to  them, 
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they  shall  inquire  whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  may  not 
be  conveniently  obtained  by  voluntary  incorporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  they  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish 
lines,  by  the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  or  parish  to 
another  town  or  parish,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of  Towns 
to  consider  all  applications  for  incorporation  of  towns  or  parishes^ 
by  division  of  towns  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  to  examine  all  accounts,  particularly  of  those  relating  to 
the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state  ;  to  examine 
in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institution,  and 
all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith,  and  all  such 
matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to  consider 
all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads ;  for  alterations, 
and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and 
Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  turn- 
pikes, bridges,  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls,  and  all 
matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all 
such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain 
the  distance  traveled  by  each  member  of  the  house,  computing 
the  same  by  the  nearest  traveled  highway,  and  report  to  the 
house,  with  the  names  of  the  several  members  and  the  distance 
traveled  by  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location,  growth,  cultivation, 
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protection,  improvement,  and  preservation  of  fish  and  game 
within  the  state,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  which  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  make  such  report  thereon, 
either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state 
requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Industrial  School 
to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith, 
and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house, 
and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think 
the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  on  the  Second 
Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  read- 
ing that  may  be  committed,  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such 
report  thereon  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Printers'  Accoimts  to 
examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  state  for  printing,  and 
every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Accounts  to 
examine,  adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the  militia 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to  audit,  ad- 
just, and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  presented 
for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  military  accounts, 
and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  House, 
from  day  to  day,  and  before  the  commencement  of  the  morning 
session,  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  house  at  once  any  imperfection  they  may  observe. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered. 

37.  The  standing  committee  shall  attend  at  their  respective 
committee-rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the  house  in 
the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  house  shall  order ; 
and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  house,  unless 
when  the  speaker  shall  consider  it  necessary. 

38.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
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the  speaker  of  the  house  shall  be  chairman  ;  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  house,  the  next  named  member, 
and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen,  unless  the  committee, 
by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a  chairman.  And  when  any 
committee  shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the 
subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to  their  report  a  resolution  making 
such  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them  as  to  the  com- 
mittee shall  seem  expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  promptly  to  all  the  business  which  may  be 
properly  referred  to  it,  the  speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the  house 
to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as  the  original 
committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all 
matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which  shall  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

ON    BILLS. 

40.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the  house  on  the  report  of  a 
committee ;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
any  member  (except  on  the  report  of  a  committee)  unless  he  shall 
have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  intention,  and  of  the  ob- 
ject of  the  bill  or  joint  resolution  to  be  introduced. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into  the 
house  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascertain  the 
meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the  house 
previous  to  its  passage.  The  first  reading  shall  be  for  informa- 
tion ;  and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  introduced 
by  a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  time 
shall  be  assigned  for  a  second  reading;  and  upon  the  second 
reading,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  house,  a 
time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  When  a  bill  shall 
have  been  introduced  by  a  member  upon  leave,  or  by  message 
from  the  senate,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
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otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  house,  the  question  shall  be,  "  Shall 
the  bill  be  read  a  second  time?  **  and  if  ordered  to  a  second  read- 
ing, it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by  its  title,  and 
be  by  the  speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  committee, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  house.  No  bill,  after  it  has  been 
read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  until  after  an  ad- 
journment. The  time  assigned  for  the  second  and  third  readings 
of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  house. 

43.  No  amendments  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution ;  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents on  the  back  thereof.  The  orders  of  the  day  for  the  read- 
ing of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  hold  for  every  succeeding 
day  until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  necessary 
to  be  carried  to  the  senate  for  their  concurrence,  may  be  sent  by 
the  assistant  clerk. 

45.  Every  bill  shall  be  marked  on  the  first  page  '*  House 
Bill,"  and  every  joint  resolution  shall  be  marked  '*  House  Joint 
Resolution,''  and  each  bill  and  resolution  shall  be  regularly  num- 
bered, beginning  with  No.  i,  and  continuing  consecutively,  as 
each  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  introduced  into  the  house. 

46.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution,  except  private  acts,  origi- 
nating in  this  house,  which  has  been  favorably  reported  upon  by 
the  committee  having  it  in  charge,  shall  be  declared  by  the 
speaker  laid  upon  the  table,  and  the  clerk  shall  procure  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  printed  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  house, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  distributed  to  the  members ;  and  the 
clerk  shall  cause  said  bills  and  joint  resolutions  to  be  printed  on 
paper  of  uniform  size ;  and  when  said  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
are  so  printed  and  distributed,  the  clerk  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  laid  on  the  speaker's  table,  and  they  shall  be  taken  up  in  their 
order,  without  motion,  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as 

they  would  have  been  had  they  not  been  declared  laid  on  the 
table. 
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OF  THE    COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE   HOUSE. 

47.  The  house  may  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  the  whole 
house  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made  for  that 
purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  house,  the 
speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  preside  in  com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker. 

48.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee  of 
the  whole  house,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read  through- 
out by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  clauses, 
leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  considered  ;  the  body 
of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all 
amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by 
the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by 
the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  house.  After  report, 
the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and 
amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  read- 
ing be  taken. 

49.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  house  shall  be  observed  in 
committee  of  the  whole  house,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable, 
except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

50.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  house  shall  be  rescinded 
without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor  ;  nor 
suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two  thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  to  be  ascertained  by  actual  count,  when  any  member 
shall  request  the  same. 

ORDER  OF   BUSINESS   OF   THE   DAY. 

51.  The  speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members  of  the 
house.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  disposed  of, 
reports,  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from  the  select  commit- 
tees, shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above  busi- 
ness shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  house. 

52.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  house  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by  any  member, 
shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business  except  the  gen- 
eral order  of  the  day ;  and  no  motion,  or  any  other  business  ex- 
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cept  the  general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received  without 
special  leave  of  the  house,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommendation  adopted.

Resolved,  That  our  thanks  be  and  hereby  are  tendered  to  con- 
gress for  its  patriotic  action  in  thus  voting  to  restore  to  the 
national  domain  15,000,000  acres  of  valuable  land. 

Resolved,  further.  That  his  excellency  the  governor  be  re- 
quested to  send  copies  of  this  resolution  to  each  of  our  senators 
and  representatives  in  the  national  congress,  and  to  the  president 
of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  session  of  congress.

IN   CONVENTION. 

The  two  branches  of  the  legislature  having  met  in  joint  con- 
vention at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  journal  of  the  senate  containing  its  proceed- 
ings in  the  choice  of  a  United  States  senator  on  Tuesday,  June 
1 6,  was  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  senate,  and  the  journal  of  the 
house  containing  its  proceedings  in  the  choice  of  a  United  States 
senator  June  i6  was  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  house;  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  Henry  W.  Blair  had  received  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  in  each  branch  of  the  legislature,  the  chairman  made 
declaration  as  follows  :  — 

Henry  W.  Blair,  having  been  named  as  the  choice  of  the 
majority  of  members,  and  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  each  branch  of  the  legislature,  is  declared  elected  to  represent 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  senate  of  the  United  States 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  six  years  from  the 
fourth  day  of  March  last,  ending  March  4,  1891.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   SENATE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  honorable  senate 
by  their  clerk  :  — 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  senate  have  passed  the  following  entitled  bill,  in  the  pas- 
sage of  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  house  of  represent- 
atives :  — 
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An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Home  Missionary  Society. 

I  am  directed  to  announce  that  the  senate  have  accepted  and 
adopted  the  following  report  and  resolution  :  — 

The  senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  visited  the  agricultural  college  and  farm  at  Hanover, 
and  have  made  as  thorough  and  careful  an  examination  of  the 
same  as  the  time  and  means  at  their  command  would  allow. 

They  find  the  college  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition,  with  indi- 
cations of  an  increase  of  the  number  of  students  hereafter ;  and 
they  recommend  the  institution  to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire 
as  a  place  where  an  excellent  and  thorough  English  education, 
more  especially  in  the  scientific  branches,  may  be  attained,  with 
more  advantages  in  the  way  of  instruction  than  can  possibly  be 
had  at  any  academy,  —  the  students  having  the  right  to  attend  all 
the  lectures  delivered  in  the  academical  course  at  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, —  and  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  understood  to  be  about 
$2oo  a  year.  The  farm  connected  with  the  college  is  a  more  diffi- 
cult problem  to  deal  with,  and  requires  much  consideration  as  to 
the  wisest  course  to  take  in  regard  to  it.  As  the  farm  is  now  con- 
ducted with  the  small  appropriations  from  the  legislature,  it  is 
impossible  to  make  it  an  experimental  station  for  the  trial,  ex- 
amination, and  testing  of  plants  and  fertilizers,  as  is  done  in  Mas- 
sachusetts and  other  states,  and  it  is  of  but  little  assistance  or 
advantage  to  the  collegiate  department,  except  as  furnishing  an 
opportunity  for  the  students  to  become  accustomed  to  manual 
labor  upon  the  farm  —  an  opportunity  which  most  of  the  young 
men  enjoy  to  an  extent  fully  satisfying  to  them  before  leaving 
home. 

But  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  for  our  farmers'  boys 
and  those  who  expect  to  live  upon  a  farm,  and  have  land  to  culti- 
vate and  carry  on,  a  practical  knowledge  and  experience  in  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  necessary  operations  on  the  farm, 
rather  than  the  experience  in  actual  labor,  is  the  end  to  be  de- 
sired ;  and  unless  the  course  of  instruction  could  be  extended  at 
the  college,  so  that  the  classes  and  students  could  have  the  op- 
portunity of  receiving  a  practical  application  of  the  knowledge 
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derived  from  their  text-books  and  lectures  in  the  school,  by 
directing  and  managing  the  actual  planting  of  the  different  kinds 
of  soil  and  the  cultivation  of  the  crops,  so  that  the  result  of  their 
judgment,  based  upon  their  studies,  could  be  tested  and  brought 
home  to  them  by  experience,  the  farm  is  of  little  value  and  of 
no  profit  to  the  state. 

The  committee  believe  that  it  should  not  be  attempted  to  carry 
on  the  farm  for  the  mere  purpose  of  making  it  pay  something 
over  the  expenditures,  but  that  the  whole  object  and  aim  should 
be  to  use  it  as  a  means  of  educating  our  sons  to  become  good, 
practical  farmers,  and  so  build  up  and  maintain  our  farming  in- 
terest in  New  Hampshire  ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  farm,  as  an 
experimental  station,  could  be  made  of  use  to  our  farmers  through- 
out the  state  by  a  monthly  report  of  the  results  of  the  experi- 
ments conducted  there,  in  ascertaining  the  most  desirable  varie- 
ties of  plants  for  cultivation,  and  the  most  successful  manner  of 
growing  the  same.  And  these  reports  would  be  gladly  published 
by  most  of  our  newspapers  if  they  were  supplied  with  them.  But 
such  experiments  should  be  conducted  with  as  small  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  and  time  as  is  consistent  with  doing  the  work  well; 
for  the  farm  should  be  chiefly  regarded  as  an  aid  to  the  educa- 
tional system  of  the  college ;  and  for  this  purpose  they  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  by  the  state 
for  the  support  of  the  school  and  the  farm,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing resolution  :  — 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  That  the  report  of  the  senate  Com- 
mittee on  Agriculture  be  communicated  to  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, with  a  hope  that  the  recommendations  therein  con- 
tained will  meet  their  favorable  approval  and  action.

4,  1 89 1,  and  requesting  my  acceptance  of  the  office,  agreeably 
to  a  resolution  passed  in  joint  convention  June  17,  1885. 

I  accept  the  high  office  to  which  I  have  thus  been  re-elected,  and 
in  so  doing  I  desire  to  express  to  the  legislature,  and  to  the  people 
whom  they  represent,  the  most  grateful  sentiments  of  my  heart. 

If  in  the  future  I  shall  be  able  to  serve  the  state  and  the  coun- 
try better  than  in  the  past,  it  will  be  by  reason  of  that  increased 
efficiency  which  experience  must  always  give  in  any  sphere  of 
human  action,  for  I  have  hitherto  rendered  the  full  measure  of 
industry  and  fidelity  of  which  I  am  capable  to  the  performance 
of  public  duty.  The  incidents  of  the  election  have  demonstrated 
that,  after  ten  years  of  trial,  I  have  the  confidence  of  the  people 
of  my  native  and  beloved  state,  without  which  I  cannot  labor 
with  heart  or  hope,  and  with  which,  and  the  approval  of  my  own 
conscience,  I  care  little  for  other  considerations. 

Please  oblige  me  by  conveying  these  sentiments  to  the  conven- 
tion and  to  the  people,  and  accept  my  thanks  for  the  courteous 
manner  in  which  you  have  officially  made  known  to  me  the  action 
of  the  legislature.

REPORT. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  trustees, 
principal,  and  treasurer  of  the  normal  school  for  the  years 
1884-85,  and  find  the  same  full  and  complete,  and  printed  copies 
have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the  legislature. 

The  trustees  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  order,  disci- 
pline, and  usefulness  of  the  school,  and  the  principal  gives  an  ac- 
count of  the  important  work  done  in  preparing  teachers  for  their 
vocation. 

The  number  of  pupils  has  been  small,  but  we  believe  a  good 
work  has  been  done  for  the  educational  interests  of  the  state. 
We  also  believe  that  in  order  to  have  the  school  attain  its  highest 
usefulness,  it  should  have  a  stronger  sympathy  and  better  moral 
support  from  the  people  of  the  state. 

The  treasurer  shows  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution 
as  being  free  from  debt,  with  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  thirty- 
three  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents. 

Your  committee  also  visited  the  school  buildings  at  Plymouth, 
and  find  that  the  same  need  repairing;    that  new  furniture  is 
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needed  in  some  of  the  schoolrooms  in  order  to  make  them  com- 
fortable ;  that  the  grounds  need  to  be  inclosed  with  a  fence,  in 
order  to  prevent  their  being  used  as  a  public  highway,  and  the 
concrete  walks  should  be  relaid. 

Therefore  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  accompanying  joint  resolution  be  passed.

Mr.  Hall,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  house  bill  entitled  "An  act  prohibiting  the

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate,  as  the  General

RESOLUTION   ADOPTED.

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and 
Mechanic  Arts  on  page  7  of  their  report  make  the  following 
statement,  viz.  :  — 

"  We  know  the  fact  that  Dartmouth  College  has  not  conveyed  by 
deed  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  any  part  or 
interest  in  the  land  on  which  Culver  hall  is  located.  There  are 
important  votes  on  record  upon  which  the  title  stands.  We 
know,  also,  that  General  Culver,  by  will,  devised  his  large  estate  in 
Lyme  to  the  trustees  of  Dartmouth  College,  under  the  injunction 
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to  establish  an  agricultural  college  upon  his  homestead  farm  in 
Lyme.  The  heirs  of  General  Culver  made  opposition  to  this 
will,  urging  his  insanity,  etc.  This  opposition  continued  for 
some  years,  and  the  case  was  not  settled  when  Culver  hall  was 
built,  but  was  arranged  soon  afterwards.  The  will  was  set  aside 
by  the  agreement  of  the  parties  in  interest,  and  under  that  settle- 
ment, before  and  since  the  death  of  his  widow,  there  has  been 
paid  over  to  Dartmouth  College,  from  the  proceeds  of  his  estate, 
the  sum  of  {30,489.59,  according  to  the  books  of  Judge  Chase, 
treasurer  of  Dartmouth  College.  We  understand  that  about  one 
third  of  the  aforesaid  sum  came  from  that  part  of  the  estate  in 
which  the  widow  had  a  legal  interest  as  part  of  her  dower,  and 
that  the  widow  expressed  her  desire  to  President  Smith  that  her 
money  should  go  to  sustain  the  interests  of  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture and  Mechanic  Arts. 

**  We  suggest  that  it  is  now  the  proper  time  to  settle  definitely 
the  legal  title  of  Culver  hall,  before  any  controversy  shall  arise 
between  the  respective  occupants  now  claiming  the  same;  " 
therefore 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  the  Agricultural  College  be 
instructed  to  investigate  the  same,  and  report  what  legislation,  if 
any,  is  required  in  the  premises.

Said 
building  is  at  present  worth  about  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  is 
jointly  occupied  by  the  two  colleges,  each  paying  one  half  the 
expense  for  care  and  repairs.  The  law  which  made  the  appropri- 
ation for  Culver  hall  has  a  clause  which  gives  the  state  the  right 
to  surrender  the  building  to  Dartmouth  College  on  one  year's 
notice,  and  demand  the  payment  of  said  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
As  this  sum  is  sufficient  to  construct  a  building  containing  as 
much  space  as  is  now  occupied  by  said  college,  and  as  this  sum 
may  be  demanded  at  any  future  time,  we  deem  that  the  question 
as  to  the  deed  of  the  property  may  be  left  to  be  settled  by  the 
negotiations  now  pending  between  the  trustees  of  the  two  colleges.

Mr.  Edgerly,  for  the  special  Committee  on  Insolvency  Laws, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  '*An  act  in  relation  to  the 
insolvency  laws  of  New  Hampshire,"  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution  :  —

the  enactment  of  a  license  or  other  law  that  will  legalize  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquor. 

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  ac- 
companying resolution,  — 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  requested 
to  report  to  the  house,  a*  its  earliest  convenience,  whether,  in  its 
opinion,  the  General  Law  which  requires  twenty-eight  days' 
notice  when  any  petition  presented  to  the  legislature  affects  the 
interest  of  any  person,  applies  to  bills  not  based  upon  any  peti- 
tion, but  which  originate  in  the  legislature.  Also  to  report 
whether  all  standing  committees  of  the  house  have  the  right  and 
power  to  consider  on  their  merits  all  subjects  referred  to  them  by 
the  house,  irrespective  of  said  question  of  notice. 

Having  considered  the  same,  report  that  in  their  opinion  section 
I  of  chapter  2  of  the  General  Laws,  allowing  petitioners  to  give 
notice,  was  intended  merely  to  permit  petitioners  to  the  legislature 
to  prepare  their  matters  for  presentation  to  the  legislature  by  giving 
notice  if  they  so  wish.  The  twenty-eight  days*  notice  specified 
may  save  the  petitioners  from  possible  delay  should  the  legislature 
be  of  the  opinion,  in  any  case,  that  the  persons  whose  rights  would 
be  affected  by  the  legislation  prayed  for  ought  to  be  heard,  and, 
for  lack  of  such  notice,  are  not  present  and  cannot  be  heard. 
The  statute  is  permissive  and  not  mandatory.  There  appears  to 
have  been  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  which 
enacted  the  General  Law  under  consideration,  to  hamper  the  ac- 
tion of  succeeding  legislatures ;  and  your  committee  are  of  the

opinion  that  each  legislature  is  free  to  act  independently  on  every 
matter  brought  before  it  by  the  people  of  the  state. 

Your  committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  a  bill  which, 
when  enacted,  becomes  the  expressed  will  of  the  people  in  the 
form  of  law,  is  not  a  petition  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the 
General  Law,  and  also  that  standing  committees  of  the  house  have 
the  right  and  power  to  consider  on  their  merits  all  subjects  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  house,  irrespective  of  the  question  of 
notice.

thereof." 


Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure  '*  3," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figure  "4.'* 

An  act  providing  that  all  liens  reserved  on  personal  property, 
sold  conditionally  and  passing  into  the  hands  of  the  purchaser, 
shall  be  evidenced  by  writing  and  recorded. 

Amend  by  inserting  between  sections  i  and  2  of  the  bill  the 
following  sections :  — 

"  Section  2.  Each  vendor  and  purchaser  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe an  affidavit  in  substance  as  follows :  '  We  severally  swear 
that  the  foregoing  memorandum  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  wit- 
nessing the  lien  and  the  sum  due  thereon,  as  specified  in  said 
memorandum,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  and  that  said 
lien  and  the  sum  due  thereon  were  not  created  for  the  purpose  of 
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enabling  the  purchaser  to  execute  said  memorandum,  but  said 
lien  is  a  just  lien,  and  the  sum  stated  to  be  due  thereon  is  honestly 
due  thereon  and  owing  from  the  purchaser  to  the  vendor.' 

"  Section   3.   When  copartners  are  parties  to  such  a  memoran- 
dum, or  when  a  corporation  is  a  party  thereto,  the  affidavit  may 
be  made  and  subscribed  as  it  is  by  law  provided  that  the  affidavit 
required  in  the  case  of  mortgages  of  personal  'property  may  be 
made  and  subscribed.'' 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure  '*  2  *' 
in  the  first  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  figure  "4." 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure  "  3  " 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  figure  ''5,"  and  also  by  striking  out 
the  words  ''upon  its  passage"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the 
words  and  figures  '*  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1886."

OPINION   OF  SUPREME  COURT. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  supreme 
court,  and  read  by  the  clerk:  — 
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Concord,  July  30,  1885. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  comply  with  the  resolution  this 
day  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  requiring  our  opinion  on 
the  operation  and  effect  of  section  i  of  chapter  2  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  provides  that  when  any  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  legislature  affects  the  interests  of  any  person,  certain  notice 
may  be  given  before  the  commencement  of  the  session. 

The  supreme  legislative  power  vested  in  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives  by  the  second  article  of  the  constitution,  and 
the  ix>wer  of  settling  their  own  rules  of  proceedings,  vested  in  the 
house  by  the  twenty-second  article,  cannot  be  abridged  by  a 
statute  requiring  notice  of  a  petition  before  the  commencement 
of  a  session.  Without  such  a  statute,  the  house  may  refuse  to 
pass  a  bill  because  a  person  interested  has  not  had  such  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard,  or  to  prepare  for  a  hearing,  as  in  their  judg- 
ment he  ought  to  have.  With  such  a  statute,  the  house  have  all 
the  legal  power  they  would  have  without  it.  The  power  of  legis- 
lation not  being  constitutionally  restricted  by  any  requirement  of 
such  notice  as  is  necessary  in  judicial  proceedings,  and  the  senate 
and  house  having  no  more  authority  to  abdicate  or  diminish  the 
legislative  power  of  either  house  than  to  enlarge  it,  the  house  of 
representatives  as  well  as  the  senate  can  legally  entertain  and  act 
upon  a  petition  without  notice ;  and  any  committee  of  the  house 
is  authorized  to  consider  on  their  merits  all  subjects  referred  to 
them  by  the  house  without  notice.

And  provided  further y  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  admission  of  testimony  to  prove 
over-insurance  fraudulently  obtained.**

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE, 

June  Session,  1885. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  consider  whether  ac- 
commodations for  the  state  library  can  be  procured  in  the  Federal 
building  now  in  process  of  erection  on  State  street,  in  rear  of 
the  state  house,  have  considered  the  subject  referred  to  them. 
In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  committee,  one  of  their  num- 
ber visited  Washington,  where  he  was  aided  by  another  member 
of  the  committee  then  in  that  city,  and  where  every  facility  for 
inquiry  was  afforded  by  Secretary  Manning,  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment, to  whom  formal  application  was  made  for  space  for  the 
law  department  of  the  library  in  the  Federal  building,  and  for 
occupancy  of  the  court  room  therein,  for  the  law  terms  of  the 
state  court. 

It  was  ascertained,  in  answer  to  this  application, — 

I  St.  That  there  were  precedents  for  placing  law  libraries  in 
Federal  buildings. 

2d.  That  it  was  customary  to  allow  state  courts  to  occupy  Fed- 
eral court  rooms,  when  necessary  or  desirable ;  and 

3d.  That  it  was  only  the  question  of  space  that  was  to  be  con- 
sidered, before  acceding  to  the  desire  of  the  state  as  expressed.

The  available  room,  including  the  grand  floor  of  the  building, 
was  assigned,  save  two  rooms  in  the  southeast  corner,  which  could 
be  thrown  into  one  room  of  about  20x30,  and  17  feet  posted. 
There  remained,  however,  the  basement,  about  60x120  feet,  10 
feet  posted  ;  the  floor  4  feet  above  moisture  in  the  earth  beneath, 
and  only  partly  occupied  by  furnaces  and  closets.  It  is  also  a  fact 
that  should  any  of  the  rooms  from  any  cause  become  unused,  or 
disused,  abundant  space  would  occur  for  the  wants  of  the  state. 

Within  a  few  days,  answer  has  been  received  from  the  treasury 
department  that  upon  the  report  made  from  Concord,  as  to  the 
requirement  for  rooms,  there  is  no  room  now  available  for  the 
law  library  in  the  Federal  building. 

This  answer  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  refer 
to  the  basement,  whe^e  ample  space  exists,  which  fact  was  un- 
known at  the  time  the  request  was  filed,  and  for  which  no  appli- 
cation was  made. 

It  would  seem  that,  if  desired,  the  law  terms  of  the  state  court 
can  be  held  upon  application  in  the  Federal  building,  and  that  it 
is  possible  that  when  completed,  there  may  be  space  therein, 
which  may  then  be  granted  to  the  state,  if  desired. 

The  Federal  building  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  before 
the  expiration  of  two  years,  or  the  time  of  the  assembling  of  the 
next  legislature. 

It  is  possible  that  by  that  time  ample  rooms  therein,  now  as- 
signed for  other  purposes,  may  be  vacant,  in  which  case  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reason  to  doubt  that,  in  view  of  the  assur- 
ance given  at  Washington  herein  referred  to,  ample  space  could 
then  be  had  for  the  law  library. 

Such  space,  if  available,  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  state 
at  as  early  a  date  as  a  separate  building  could  probably  be  com- 
pleted. 

In  view  of  the  facts  here  recited,  the  joint  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  no  action  by  the  legislature  is  advisable  at  the 
present  time,  and  have  instructed  us  to  report  accordingly.

The  evils  arising  from  the  practical  operation  of  our  laws  relat- 
ing to  divorce,  are  increasing  to  what  seems  to  us  an  extent  which 
should  excite  the  alarm  of  every  one  having  the  security  of  the 
institution  of  the  family  at  heart.  We  do  not  believe  these  evils 
to  be  the  result  of  the  existing  causes  of  divorce,  so  much  as  of 
the  practical  interpretation  given  to  them,  and  the  advantage 
taken,  as  we  think,  unfairly,  of  them.  At  this  time  we  deem  it 
desirable  rather  to  discourage  application  to  the  courts,  than  to 
change  the  existing  causes  of  divorce.

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  remonstrance  of  Herman  T.  Hale  and  sixty  others, 
legal  voters  of  Sanbornton,  against  the  right  of  Jason  J.  Burley 
to  a  seat  in  this  house,  and  petition  of  the  same  that  Thomas 
W.  Taylor  be  declared  entitled  to  a  seat  as  representative  from 
Sanbornton,  submit  the  following  minority  report :  —

elected  was  declared  as  follows :  —

It  was  admitted  by  the  counsel  for  the  sitting  member  in  his 
closing  argument,  that  the  two  ballots  inscribed  respectively 
**  Jason  J.  Burle  "  and  "  J,  Burley  "  were  wrongfully  counted  by 
the  moderator  of  the  meeting  for  the  sitting  member,  and  that 
his  act  in  so  doing  was  in  violation  of  chapter  31,  section  2  of 
the  General  Laws,  which  is  *'  The  full  Christian  and  surname  of 
every  person  voted  for,  with  the  initial  letter  or  letters  of  the 
middle  name,  and  the  usual  abbreviations  for  junior,  second, 
third,  and  the  like,  shall  be  written  or  printed  upon  every  ballot, 
and  every  ballot  not  thus  prepared  and  cast  shall  be  regarded  as 
a  blank  and  not  counted." 

It  was  claimed  by  the  sitting  member  that  though  the  modera- 
tor of  the  meeting  had  not  the  right  to  count  the  ballots  for  the 
sitting  member,  the  committee  should  follow  the  example  of 
the  moderator,  disregard  the  law,  assume  the  ballots  were  cast 
for  the  sitting  member,  and  count  them  for  him  in  plain  violation 
of  the  statute. 

The  undersigned  are  unwilling  to  do  so,  and  believe  that  it  is 
their  duty  to  canvass  this  election  in  accordance  with  the  law  as 
it  existed  when  the  election  took  place,  and  to  count  the  ballots 
as  the  law  declares  they  are  to  be  counted,  let  the  result  be  what 
it  may.  This  statute  has  been  the  law  of  this  state  for  over  thirty 
years,  having  been  passed  in  1853,  in  amendment  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  chapter  25,  section  8,  which  provided  :  — 

**  Each  ballot  shall  contain  the  name  of  every  person  voted 
for,  and  may  be  either  written  or  printed.  Blank  pieces  of 
paper  shall  not  be  counted  as  ballots,  votes,  or  tickets." 

The  statute  is  not  difficult  to  understand ;  its  language  is  plain 
and  has  been  carried  out  in  our  town-meetings  for  nearly  a  third 
of  a  century,  and  its  provisions  are  well  understood. 

Either  this  statute  is  meaningless  and  void,  and  the  strict  ob- 
servance that  has  been  given  it  throughout  the  state  is  mere 
ignorant  following  of  an  empty  form,  or  else  the  sitting  member 
received  his  certificate  of  election  without  right,  and  has  never 
been  legally  elected  to  the  seat  he  now  holds. 

If  any  proof  had  been  presented  to  us  that  the  voter  who  cast 
the  "J.  Burley"  vote  intended  to  vote  for  Jason  J.  Burley,  it 
might  be  claimed  that  effect  should  be  given  to  his  intention, 
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although  he  had  been  carelessly  neglectful  of  the  method  pre- 
scribed by  law  to  express  that  intent ;  but  no  such  evidence  was 
offered. 

The  only  evidence  introduced  in  regard  to  these  ballots  came 
from  one  of  the  selectmen.  He  stated  that  he  thought  "  one  bal- 
lot came  apart  in  counting/*  and  that  one,  he  thought,  "  was  a 
Burley  vote. ' '  He  further  added  that  he  saved  all  the  pieces,  if 
there  were  any,  and  inclosed  them  in  the  package  with  the  other 
ballots.  On  the  other  hand,  another  selectman  testified  that  the 
ballots  as  sealed  up  were  in  precisely  the  same  condition  as  when 
counted. 

Upon  examination  of  the  package  by  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions, no  such  pieces  were  found. 

It  was  proved  by  the  contestant  that  one  legal  voter  who  had 
offered  his  vote  for  Thomas  W.  Taylor  was  not  allowed  to  vote, 
and  those  who  were  not  legal  voters  voted,  and  their  votes  were 
counted  for  the  sitting  member. 

Their  cases  in  brief  are  as  follows :  — 

(i.)  Ira  T.  Colby,  sixty  years  old,  born  in  Sanborn  ton,  and 
always  voted  there.  He  owns  and  has  owned  for  ten  years  a 
homestead  in  Sanborn  ton.  In  March,  1884,  he  went  to  Andover 
for  a  temporary  purpose,  with  the  intention  of  returning  at  the 
end  of  one  year,  shutting  up  his  house  and  leaving  the  greater 
part  of  his  household  goods  therein,  and  returning  during  the 
season  of  1884  to  Sanborn  ton  to  cultivate  his  land  and  harvest 
its  crops.  His  absence  in  Andover  was  to  assist  his  son  in  car- 
rying on  a  farm  there  which  his  son  had  hired  for  one  year. 

There  was  produced  before  the  committee  the  check-list  used 
at  the  town-meeting,  from  which  it  appears  that  Mr.  Colby's 
name  was  placed  upon  the  list,  and  then  erased  by  drawing  a  line 
through  it.  When  his  name  was  taken  from  the  list  did  not 
appear,  but  the  first  knowledge  Mr.  Colby  had  of  that  fact  was 
while  on  his  way  to  meeting. 

It  had,  however,  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Republicans  in 
Sanbomton  on  Monday  prior  to  the  election,  that  Colby's  name 
was  not  on  the  list,  and  application  was  made  by  them  to  the 
supervisors  at  their  meeting  on  Monday  to  restore  his  name  to  the 
list.     Considerable  discussion  ensued,  and  evidence  was  heard  by 
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the  supervisors.  The  chairman  of  the  board  finally  announcing 
as  their  decision  that  they  desired  to  see  Mr.  Colby,  and  that  if 
Mr.  Colby  came  the  next  morning  and  claimed  the  right  to  vote, 
his  name  would  be  put  on  the  list,  relying  upon  this  official 
announcement  of  the  chairman  of  the  board,  the  Republicans 
made  no  effort  to  produce  Mr.  Colby  before  them  on  that  day. 
On  the  next  morning  Colby  appeared  before  the  supervisors  and 
claimed  the  right  to  vote,  but  they  refused  to  put  his  name  on 
the  list,  on  the  ground  that  he  came  too  late,  and  that  to  hear 
him  would  be  contrary  to  law. 

Whatever  opinion  may  be  entertained  by  others,  the  minority 
of  this  committee  regard  this  action  of  the  supervisors  as  unjust, 
unfair,  and  a  fraud  upon  a  citizen  of  Sanbornton.  We  further 
find  that  Mr.  Colby's  name,  being  on  the  list,  was  illegally  taken 
off,  and  whether  he  appeared  before  the  supervisors  or  not  on 
Monday  cannot  affect  the  right  to  have  his  vote  counted  by  this 
committee. 

The  decision  of  the  supervisors  announced  on  Monday  was 
fully  proved,  and  the  chairman  of  the  board,  though  present  at 
several  sessions  of  the  committee,  was  not  called  by  the  sitting 
member  as  a  witness. 

(2.)  Alfred  G.  Dearborn  voted  for  the  sitting  member  on  the  final 
ballot.  In  September,  1884,  Dearborn  was  living  with  his  family 
in  Sanbornton.  In  that  month  he  sold  his  homestead  there,  the 
title  standing  in  his  wife's  name,  and  October  i,  1884,  purchased 
another  in  Salisbury,  also  taking  the  title  in  his  wife's  name,  and 
paying  therefor  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Sanbornton  place  in 
part,  and  in  part  from  his  own  earnings.  Dearborn  himself  was 
at  work  in  Franklin  under  a  contract  extending  to  April,  1885. 

Immediately  after  October  i  he  commenced  moving  his  family, 
and  some  time  before  November  i  established  and  settled  his 
family  in  Salisbury,  and  all  his  household  goods  were  moved 
there.  To  that  place  he  returned  on  Sundays  when  released 
from  his  weekly  labors  in  Franklin,  and  we  find  that  prior  to  No- 
vember I  he  had  made  Salisbury  his  home.  There  was  no  claim 
that  the  removal  to  Salisbury  was  for  any  temporary  purpose, 
and  we  find  that  he  voted  in  Sanbornton  without  right. 

(3.)   Frank  C.  Robbins  is  the  father  of  Benjamin  F.  Robbins. 
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The  son,  Benjamin  F.,  had  been  at  work  in  Bristol  for  some 
yeare.  In  June,  1884,  the  father,  Frank  C,  moved  to  Bristol 
with  his  family.  We  find  from  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
the  admitted  statements  of  the  father's  intention  made  at  the  time 
of  leaving  Sanbornton,  and  his  own  statements  of  his  intention 
when  a  witness  before  the  committee,  that  his  removal  from  San- 
bornton was  not  for  a  temporary  purpose  with  an  intention  of 
returning,  but  was  a  final  abandonment  of  his  residence  in  San- 
bornton. 

The  sitting  member  claimed  to  answer  these  two  last  cases  by 
saying  that  the  two  Robbinses  did  not  vote  at  the  ballot  at  which 
he  was  elected.  Their  names  are  checked  by  town  clerk  Jason 
J.  Burley  as  voting  on  this  ballot,  and  it  was  proved  that  the 
father,  at  least,  was  in  the  hall  during  the  progress  of  that  ballot ; 
and  we  believe  and  find  that  they  both  voted  at  this  ballot^for 
the  sitting  member,  Jason  J.  Burley. 

It  was  also  claimed,  and  we  find,  that  two  persons,  George  J. 
Johnson  and  Mark  Harris,  each  voted  twice  on  the  second  bal- 
lot, and  each  time  for  the  sitting  member. 

Applying  all  the  foregoing  cases  to  the  vote,  it  would  result  as 
follows :  —

and  neither  the  sitting  member,  Jason  J.  Burley,  nor  Thomas  W. 
Taylor,  the  contestant,  was  elected. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  in  the  poll  as  above  indicated,  it 
appeared  that  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  meeting  and  the 
manner  in  which  this  election  was  carried  on  by  them,  were  of 
such  a  character  as  to  merit  the  severest  condemnation ;  and, 
without  regarding  the  cases  above  ^>oken  of,  render  it  so  uncer- 
tain wb^t  would  have  been  th^  result  of  an  election  fairly  con- 
ducted, and  the  result  as  claimed  is  so  tainted  with  fraud  and 
unfairness,  that  it  is  impossible  to  rest  thereon  a  clear  right  to  a 
seat  in  favor  of  either. 

A  first  ballot  for  representative,  at  which  no  person  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast,  was  declared  at  about  three  p.  m.  At 
this  point  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn  further  action  upon  the 
article  in  the  warrant  for  election  of  representative  until  nine 
o'clock 'the  next  morning.  This  was  declared  lost  by  the  modera- 
tor upon  a  viva  voce  vote.  Subsequently  a  show  of  hands  was 
called  for  upon  this  motion.  As  to  the  result  of  this  show  of 
hands,  the  evidence  before  the  committee  was  conflicting,  the 
moderator  and  town  clerk,  the  latter  of  whom  is  the  sitting  mem- 
ber, declaring  the  count  to  have  been  against  the  motion,  while 
others,  who  had  an  equally  favorable  opportunity  to  count,  claimed 
the  motion  was  carried  by  a  good  majority,  each  side  giving  the 
figures  of  their  count.  The  motion  was  declared  lost  by  the 
moderator,  who  immediately  called  for  ballots. 

Some  voters  who  desired  another  ballot  were  at  this  time  press- 
ing about  the  desk  offering  their  ballots.  Immediately  after  this 
last  declaration  of  the  vote  to  adjourn,  a  poll  of  the  house  was 
demanded  by  a  large  number  of  voters ;  also,  immediately  after 
announcing  the  result  of  the  ballot,  the  moderator  received  a  bal- 
lot for  Mr.  Burley  from  one  of  the  voters.  Whether  the  demand 
for  a  poll  of  the  house  preceded  the  reception  of  this  ballot,  the 
evidence  was  conflicting,  but  both  followed  immediately  upon 
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the  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  hand  vote  by  the  moderator, 
and  were  probably  identical  in  point  of  time.  It  was  admitted 
by  the  moderator  that  he  heard  the  demand  for  a  poll  of  the 
house  before  he  had  succeeded  in  attracting  the  attention  of  the 
town  clerk, —  the  voter's  name,  being  checked  on  the  ballot,  was 
deposited  in  the  ballot-box.  The  moderator,  upon  the  demand 
for  a  poll  of  the  house  becoming  too  vociferous  to  be  longer 
ignored,  announced  that  he  had  commenced  other  business,  hav- 
ing taken  a  ballot  and  refused  the  poll.  Whichever  came  first  in 
point  of  time,  the  reception  of  the  ballot  or  the  demand  for  a 
poll,  it  is  clear  that  no  appreciable  interval  of  time  was  allowed 
any  voter  to  question  the  vo^  ^ikmI  we  believe  tbe  iimnedi^  com- 
mencement of  the  ballot  wHbovt  giving  time  for  deplar»tio]|  of 
the  previous  vote  to  be  questioned,  was  an  arbitrary  and  unfair 
exercise  by  the  moderator  of  the  powers  of  his  office  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  sitting  member. 

The  ballot,  however,  after  much  confusion,  was  finally  proceeded 
with.  It  was  at  this  time  nearly  dark,  and  a  large  number  had 
gone  to  their  homes  and  were  widely  scattered,  many  living  six 
and  even  eight  miles  from  the  town-house. 

At  about  six  p.  m.  the  moderator  made  an  attempt  to  close  the 
polls,  making  the  statement  in  a  low  tone  that  the  polls  were 
closed  for  representative.  A  vote  for  Mr.  Taylor  was  at  once 
offered,  which  he  received,  and  nothing  more  was  said  by  him 
about  closing  the  polls  until  two  o'clock  the  next  morning. 

It  appeared  that  after  six  p.  m.  no  use  was  made  by  the  mod- 
erator of  a  ballot-box  ;  that  the  votes  received  by  him  after  that 
hour  were  held  in  his  hand  or  placed  in  his  pocket,  and  given  to 
the  selectmen  for  counting  without  going  into  the  ballot-box,  ex- 
cept that  for  safe  keeping,  after  being  sorted  and  counted,  a  por- 
tion were  placed  in  an  open  box  by  the  selectmen.  It  was^  proved 
that  on  three  separate  occasions  the  moderator  took  ballots  from 
his  pocket  and  passed  them  to  the  selectmen  to  be  sorted  and 
counted. 

The  moderator  admitted  that  at  one  time  he  did  take  four  votes 
from  his  pocket  and  hand  them  to  the  selectmen,  but  claimed  that 
these  were  the  four  votes  for  Jeremiah  B.  Calef,  which,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  selectmen,  he  had  previously  pocketed  for  safe  keep- 
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ing.  No  explanation  was  offered  of  the  other  instances  proved 
of  like  proceedings.  General  I^ws,  chapter  31,  section  3  provide 
"  Each  voter  shall  deliver  his  ballot  to  the  moderator  in  open 
meeting,  and  the  moderator,  on  receiving  the  ballot,  shall  direct 
the  town  clerk  to  check  the  name  of  the  voter  on  said  list,  and 
shall,  without  inspecting  the  name  of  any  person  voted  for,  ex- 
amine said  ballot  so  far  only  as  to  determine  whether  the  same 
contains  more  than  one  ticket.  If  it  do  not,  he  shall  place  the 
ballot  in  the  balloting-box,"  etc. 

"Section  i.  A  suitable  box,  or  boxes,  shall  be  provided  by 
the  selectmen,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  in  which  to  receive 
the  ballots  of  the  voters.** 

The  propriety  or  wisdom  of  the  law  requiring  the  use  of  the 
ballot-box  can  hardly  be  questioned.  The  uncertainty  of  the 
result,  when  the  moderator's  pocket  is  made  to  do  duty  in  place 
thereof,  even  if  the  moderator  be  most  careful  and  honest,  is  ap- 
parent, while  the  latter  practice,  to  say  the  least,  opens  wide  the 
door  to  fraud  of  all  descriptions.  It  appeared  that  the  number 
of  persons  checked  as  voting  on  the  last  ballot,  /.  ^.,  from  4  p.  m. 
to  2  A.  M.,  exceeded  by  one  the  number  of  ballots  declared  and 
returned  to  the  secretary  of  state.  The  voting  of  three  Republi- 
cans, whose  names  were  not  checked,  was  also  proved.  While  it 
is  not  unusual  for  a  town  clerk  to  fail  to  check  a  person  who 
votes,  and  thereby  the  ballots  might  exceed  the  number  of  checks, 
we  can  conceive  of  no  explanation  of  the  fact  in  this  case  that 
the  checks  exceed  the  ballots,  consistent  with  the  honesty  of  the 
town  clerk,  who  is  also  the  sitting  member,  except  the  supposi- 
tion that  in  the  various  places  used  by  the  moderator  for  the  re- 
ception and  safe  keeping  of  these  ballots,  one  or  more  of  them 
became  mislaid  and  failed  to  get  into  the  final  count. 

As  a^ve  stated,  after  about  6  p.  m.  until  2  a.  m.,  the  mod- 
erator took  no  Steps  to  close  the  polls.  It  appeared  that  after 
6  p.  M.  the  votes  came  in  during  the  evening  very  slowly,  one  or 
two  at  a  time,  every  half  hour  or  so.  Several  attempts  were  made 
by  voters  to  have  the  polls  closed  by  motions  to  that  effect,  all  of 
which  motions  the  moderator  refused  to  entertain  or  put  to  the 
meeting.  Shortly  before  2  a.  m.  two  votes  were  cast  for  Mr. 
Burley,  and  the  moderator  closed  the  polls  at  once,  and  declared 
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Burley  elected.  It  was  admitted  that  the  ballots  were  counted  up 
at  about  6  p.  m.  ,  and  that  as  each  vote  came  in  thereafter,  it  was 
at  once  counted  and  added  to  those  previously  obtained.  Taking 
into  consideration  all  the  testimony,  it  is  clear  that  the  poll  was 
kept  open  to  this  late  hour,  because  to  declare  it  at  any  earlier 
hour  would  have  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Taylor  or  in  no 
choice.  We  believe  that  such  an  arbitrary  exercise  of  the  tem- 
porary power  conferred  upon  the  officers  of  a  meeting  in  favor  of 
one  candidate  against  the  other  is  illegal,  subversive  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  popular  government,  is  unfair  and  unjust  to  the  candi- 
date discriminated  against,  and  is  a  practice  which  should  be 
condemned  by  this  house. 

In  1883,  the  voters  of  Sanbornton  failed  to  elect  a  representa- 
tive. In  1884,  on  the  first  ballot  by  daylight,  they  also  failed. 
What  would  have  been  the  result  had  the  meeting  been  adjourned 
at  any  reasonable  hour,  to  the  following  day,  as  is  authorized  by 
the  General  Laws,  chapter  35,  section  i,  or  what  the  result  would 
have  been  if  the  polls  had  been  closed  at  a  reasonable  hour,  or 
the  requirements  of  the  law  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  ballot- 
box  observed,  we  are  unable  to  state,  and  for  these  reasons, 
therefore,  as  well  as  those  before  stated,  report  the  following 
resolution  and  recommend  its  passage :  — 

Resolved  J  That  Jason  J.  Burley  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 

house.

In  the  first  line  of  section  i,  strike  out  the  word  ''  two  "  and 
insert  in  its  place  thereof  the  word  "  three,"  so  that  the  clause 
shall  read,  "  the  time  not  exceeding  three  days  in  any  one  term^" 
etc. 

And  further  reported  that  the  committee  had  adopted  the  fol.

Resohed^  That  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
committee  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  laid  upon  the  table  to  be 
printed.

point a  receiver  with  full  power  to  perform  said  duties  of  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  the  tax  and  payment  of  the  debt.  If 
application  for  the  writ  is  made  to  the  court  by  any  person 
whose  property  is  levied  upon,  within  thirty  days  after  the  com- 
mencement of  such  levy,  further  proceedings  on  the  levy  shall  be 
suspended,  unless  the  court  shall  otherwise  order.*'

208  of  the  General  Laws,  and  chapter  55  of  the  laws  of  188 1,** 
having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  following 
resolution :  —

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  house  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  make  further  pro- 
vision for  speedy  trials  in  the  supreme  court,  in  amendment 
of  section  i  of  chapter  208  of  the  General  Laws,  and  chapter  55 
of  the  laws  of  1881,"  having  considered  the  same,  report  the 
same  with  the  following  suggestions  :  — 

This  bill  was  introduced  and  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee July  7.  Since  that  time  no  person  has  been  before  the 
committee  to  urge  its  passage  or  to  show  any  public  occasion  for 
its  passage. 

Not  a  witness  has  been  heard,  and  we  know  of  none  that 
desired  to  be  heard.  Neither  the  majority  (so  far  as  we  know) 
nor  the  minority  have  any  information  as  to  the  merits  of  this 
bill,  except  such  as  they  have  of  their  own  personal  knowledge, 
and  from  the  suggestions  of  friends  and  opponents  of  the  bill 
outside  the  committee  room,  and  also  excepting  certain  statistics, 
which  have  been  obtained  by  the  clerk  of  the  committee  from 
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the  clerks  of  courts  in  the  various  counties,  to  which  statistics 
your  attention  will  be  called  hereinafter. 

In  our  judgment  the  importance  of  the  proposed  legislation 
demands  a  closer  scrutiny  of  the  known  facts  in  the  case  than 
have  been  given  to  it  by  the  committee.  There  ought  to  be  no 
intermeddling  with  the  judiciary  system  of  the  state,  unless  there 
is  a  well-known  and  admitted  need  of  a  change. 

We  can  see  only  one  ground  on  which  the  propositions  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  judges  by  two  new  appointments  can  stand, 
/.  e,y  that  the  present  court  cannot  comfortably  and  properly  do 
the  work  required  of  them.  If  they  are  able  to  so  perform  the 
work  required,  the  proposition  must  fail. 

Our  conclusions  are  drawn  from  the  accompanying  statistical 
table,  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  The  facts  from  which 
this  table  is  compiled  were  obtained  from  the  clerks  of  courts 
since  the  beginning  of  the  present  session.  We  know  they  can 
be  relied  upon  as  true,  and  we  believe  the  table  is  accurately  com- 
piled. 

I.  From  this  table  it  appears  that  during  the  first  four  years 
(187 7-1880,  inclusive)  the  total  attendance  at  trial  terms  of  all 
the  courts  in  the  state  was  2,704  days,  and  during  the  last  four 
years  (i 881-1884,  inclusive)  the  same  attendance  was  1,900 
days. 

During  the  first  four  years,  the  attendance  on  trial  terms  aver- 
aged  676  days  per  year;  and  this  attendance,  divided  among  seven 
judges,  would  give  them  an  average  yearly  attendance  at  trial 
terms  of  96^  days  each,  or  a  little  more  than  three  months. 
During  the  last  four  years  (i  881-1884),  the  average  yearly 
attendance  at  trial  terms  was  475  days,  which,  divided  among 
seven  judges,  would  give  them  an  average  yearly  attendance  at 
trial  terms  of  67^  days  each,  or  a  little  more  than  two  months 
each. 

These  figures  apparently  show  two  things  :  first,  that  the  labors 
of  the  court  at  trial  terms  are  about  thirty  per  cent  less  than  for- 
merly ;  and  second,  that  if  seven  judges  could  do  the  work  re- 
quired of  them  between  1877  and  1880,  a  less  number  of  judges 
can  easily  do  the  present  work  of  the  court. 

II.  It  appears  that  during  the  first  four  years  (1877-1880),  the 
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average  number  of  cases  on  all  the  dockets  in  the  state  at  each 
term  of  the  court  was  2,775,  ^^^  ^^^*  during  the  last  four  years 
(i 881-1884),  the  average  number  of  such  cases  was  1,674.  In 
other  words,  if  we  take  the  business  on  the  dockets  as  a  basis,, 
there  has  been  only  about  three  fifths  as  much  business  during  the 
last  four  years  as  during  the  preceding  four  years. 

III.  During  the  first  four  years  there  were  entered  in  all  the 
courts  of  the  state  18,487  new  cases,  or  about  4,600  a  year,  while 
during  the  last  four  years  there  were  entered  in  all  14,422  new 
cases,  or  about  3,600  a  year.  In  other  words,  there  have  been 
1,000  less  cases  during  each  of  the  last  four  years  to  demand  the 
time  and  attention  of  the  court  than  there  were  during  each  of 
the  first  four  years.  There  can  probably  be  no  better  test  of  the 
actual  business  of  the  court  than  a  comparison  of  the  number  of 
cases  originally  entered ;  for  whatever  may  have  been  the  final 
disposition  of  the  cases,  whether  by  settlement,  trial,  or  otherwise,, 
these  last  figures  represent  all  the  cases  (in  trial  terms)  with  which 
the  court  had  anything  to  do  during  the  time  specified.  Upon 
this  basis  there  has  been  only  about  three  fourths  as  much  busi- 
ness during  the  last  four  years  as  during  the  preceding  four  years. 

IV.  If  it  should  be  claimed  that  the  court  has  been  compelled 
to  do  more  law  term  work  during  the  last  four  years  than  previ- 
ously, we  again  invite  attention  to  the  table,  from  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  average  number  of  cases  each  term  on  all  the 
law  term  dockets  of  the  state  during  the  first  four  years  was  one 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  while  during  the  last  four  years  the 
average  number  of  such  cases  was  only  one  hundred  and  seven ty» 

V.  It  is  only  proper  to  say  that  neither  this  nor  any  other  com- 
pilation of  figures  can  show  with  exact  mathematical  accuracy  the 
amount  of  time  occupied  by  the  court  in  the  performance  of  its 
public  duties.  Some  allowances,  for  which  no  accurate  data  can 
be  obtained,  should  be  made  on  both  sides.  For  example,  during 
the  last  four  years  in  three  counties  the  court  have  tried,  between 
terms,  certain  cases  which  were  continued  nisi  at  the  trial  terms. 
The  time  so  spent  does  not  appear  in  the  computation  of  time 
spent  at  trial  terms.  On  the  other  hand,  the  figures  showing 
attendance  at  trial  terms  include  what  are  called  *'  construction 
days,''  as  Sundays  and  such  Saturdays,  Mondays,  and  recess  days 
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as  the  court  is  not  in  session.  These  allowances  must  nearly,  if 
not  quite,  counterbalance  each  other,  and  the  foregoing  figures 
must  show  in  a  general  way  and  with  substantial  accuracy  the 
real  business  of  the  court  during  the  two  periods  compared. 

The  foregoing  facts  plainly  show  that  the  real  law  business  of 
the  state  has  decreased  during  the  last  eight  years  from  twenty- 
five  to  forty  per  cent,  and  our  conclusion  is  that  if  seven  judges 
could  and  did  properly  do  the  business  of  the  courts  in  the 
years  1877— 1880,  ^^^  present  business  is  insufficient  to  demand 
the  attention  of  more  than  six  judges ;  and  if  any  change  in  the 
number  of  judges  is  to  be  now  made,  the  number  ought  to  be 
reduced  rather  than  increased. 

VI.  The  bill  proposes  a  supreme  court  of  nine  judges. 
Section  2  of  the  bill,  if  amended  as  proposed  by  a  majority  of  the 
committee,  will  read,  **  The  law  terms  of  said  court  shall  be  held 
by  not  more  than  five  of  the  justices."  No  machinery  is  pro- 
vided for  determining  which  five  of  the  nine  members  shall  retain 
their  rank  as  law  judges  and  which  four  shall  be  reduced  to  the 
grade  of  trial  judges.  This  matter  is  left  entirely  to  the  deter- 
mination of  the  judges.  If  nine  angels,  with  purely  spiritual 
t)odies,  and  wholly  divested  of  the  passions,  ambitions,  and  other 
inilties  of  human  nature,  were  to  constitute  the  supreme  court  of 
INew  Hampshire  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is  possible 
that  they  might  amicably  agree  which  five  should  remain  in  the 
front  rank  and  which  four  should  step  to  the  rear.  The  actual 
judges  of  our  court,  strong,  able,  and  just  men  as  we  all  know 
them  to  be,  will  find  embarrassment,  friction,  and  difficulties  in 
determining  that  question.  Nine  judges  might  satisfactorily 
agree  among  themselves  which  four  should  take  the  lowest  place. 
But  suppose  that  M<y  cou/d  «7  satisfactorily  agree  f  Are  five  of 
them  going  to  vote  that  the  other  four  shall  step  down,  and,  if 
such  a  vote  is  taken,  would  the  out-voted  cheerily  and  willingly 
yield  the  first  place  to  a  majority  of  votes  ? 

We  believe  this  clause  to  be  the  most  pernicious  feature  of  the 
bill.  The  addition  of  two  judges  under  this  bill  will  only  cost 
the  state  about  six  thousand  dollars  annually,  but  the  addition  of 
this  clause  to  the  judiciary  law  is  liable  to  produce  more  friction 
and  difficulty  than  can  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  the  court  desired  the  passage  of  this 
bill,  but  upon  further  inquiry  it  appears,  and  we  now  understand 
it  to  be  a  fact  admitted  by  the  promoters  and  friends  of  the  bill, 
that  the  court  are  divided  upon  the  question  of  the  wisdom,  ex- 
pediency, and  necessity  of  passing  the  bill  at  the  present  time. 

All  the  foregoing  facts  tend  to  show  that  there  is  no  occasion 
for  urging  the  passage  of  this  bill ;  some  of  those  facts  show  con- 
clusively that  it  would  be  unwise  to  pass  the  bill  in  its  present 
form. 

We  do  not  believe  that  any  legislation  should  be  had  now, 
nor  hereafter,  until  the  various  members  of  the  court  agree  among 
themselves  what  relief,  if  any,  they  want,  and  how  they  want  it 
applied. 

We  do  not  believe  that  this  or  any  other  judiciary  system 
should  be  made  the  subject  of  hasty  legislation  ;  nor  that  it 
should  be  meddled  with  by  the  legislature  unless  there  is  shown 
to  be  some  real  necessity  therefor. 

Upon  the  facts  and  for  the  reasons  stated  above,  the  minority 
beg  leave  to  report  the  bill  with  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.

To  the  HoncrcUfle  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represeniatives  : 

I  desire  to  present  to  the  state,  through  the  honorable  body 
over  which  you  preside,  a  framed  exhibit  of  the  signatures  of  the 
administrators  of  the  Federal  government  at  the  beginning  of 
the  second  century,  July  4,  1876,  there  being,  as  I  believe,  but 
one  other  copy  in  existence,  which  is  preserved,  along  with  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  adopted  just  one  hundred  years 
previously,  in  the  state  department  of  the  United  States. 

As  this  instrument  contains  the  autograph  signature  of  the 
lately  deceased  General  Grant,  then  president  of  the  United 
States,  together  with  the  autographs  of  his  cabinet,  the  justices

In  any  suit  that  may  be  brought  in  this  state 
against  an  insurance  company,  to  recover  for  a  total  loss  sustained 
by  fire  or  other  casualty  to  real  estate  or  buildings  on  the  land  of 
another,  the  amount  of  damage  shall  be  the  amount  expressed  in 
the  contract  as  the  sum  insured,  and  no  other  evidence  shall  be 
admitted  on  trial  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  insured ;  pro- 
vided^ whenever  there  is  a  partial  destruction  or  damage  to  the 
property  insured,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  to  pay  the 
assured  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  damage  done  to  the  prop- 
erty.    And  provided  further y  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
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be  construed  to  prevent  the  admission  of  testimony  to  prove  over- 
insurance  fraudulently  obtained." 

On  the  question, 

Shall  the  amendment  be  adopted  ? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Clarke,  of  Peterborough,  proposed  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment :  — 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and

the  governor.  If  the  governor  approves  of  the  form,  the  insur- 
ance commissioner  shall  notify  the  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  this  state  that  from  and  after  a  certain  future  day,  not 
less  than  three  months  after  the  date  of  such  notice,  no  other  form

The  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  council,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  allow  the  reasonable  bills  of  the  commis- 
sioners for  their  services  and  expenses  in  preparing  the  standard 
form  of  policy,  and  the  amount  so  allowed  shall  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

11.  Amend  by  adding,  — 
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''  Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

12.  Amend  section  2  by  inserting  after  the  words  **  insurance 
company,'*  in  the  second  line,  **  in  all  cases  where  the  company  on 
request  of  the  applicant  has  issued  a  valued  policy,  and  the  fact 
that  it  is  such  a  policy  has  been  so  expressed  in  the  policy."

the  contract  as  the  sum  insured,  and  no  other  evidence  shall  be 
admitted  on  trial  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  insured  ;  pro- 
vided, whenever  there  is  a  partial  destruction  or  damage  to  the 
property  insured,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  to  pay  the 
assured  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  damage  done  to  the  prop- 
erty. And  pro7'ided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  admission  of  testimony  to  prove 
over-insurance  fraudulently  obtained.** 
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Pending  action  on  the  proposed  amendment.
